Report of Ib e 1 lull I'om nilxpinners. 


W as h in g to n , October 30.h —Tho Board 
of UUÜ Commissioners have submitted their 
second annual report to the Secretary of the 
Interior. After making a statement of the 
former legislation of Congress in relation to 
bigamy or polygamy, they say : The dutieB of 
the Commission appertain only to matters of 
registration, election and eligibility to office, 
while the punishment of the crime of polyg­ 
amy is left, as under the former law, to the 
Courts of justice under the anti polygamy 
Act. The Commission had good success at 
the general election in August, 1SS3, in ex­ 
cluding polygamists from the polls, and, as far 
as advised, very few, if any, illegal votes had 
been cast in Utah since the Commission took 
charge of the rfgistration and elections in 
August, 18S3 
The enforcement of the pres­ 
ent law against 12,COO polygamists, who have 
been excluded from the polls, Bhows that the 
Act has been fully and successfully executed. 
It is thought that discrimination against 
those Mormons who practice polygamy and 
those who do not, while not likely to have 
much effect upon elderly men who have al­ 
ready a plurality of wives and several 
wives, 
must 
have 
great weight 
with 
the young men of the Territory, many of 
whom are ambitious and aspiring, and would 
not like to voluntarily embrace political 
ostracism. The very existence of a law dis­ 
franchising polygamists must tend to destroy 
their influence, whenever it is understood 
that it is to be a permanent discrimination. 
The fact, also, that it will be necessary to 
the preservation of the political influence of 
th.e " People’s party ” (as the Mormons style 
themselves) to have a large body of their 
members who are not polygamists, must 
tend to weaken the practice of polygamy, 
for every Mormon who takes but one plural 
wife loses three votes for his party—his own 
and thoce of his two wives, “ woman suf­ 
frage” being established by law in Utah. 
Concerning the plurality of wivis, the report 
says : That a doctrine and practice so odious 
throughout Christendom should have been 
upheld so many years against the laws of 
Congiei-s and the sentiment of the civilized 
world, isone of the marvels of the nineteenth 
century, and can be scarcely appreciated, 
even by those familiar with the world’s his­ 
tory in relation to the governmental control 
or the suppression of religious fanaticism. 
Certainly no Government can permit a viola­ 
tion of the laws under the suise of religious 
freedom, and while Congress may not legis­ 
late as to a mere matter of opinion, yet it 
may denounce and punish as crimes those ac­ 
tions which are in violation of social duties 
or subversive of good order. The right of 
Congress to suppress this great evil is un­ 
doubted. It is equally plain that the dignity 
and good name of this great nation Among the 
nations of the earth demand such Congres­ 
sional action ts shall effectually eliminate 
this national disgrace. 


The V erm ilyea Divorce fase. 


S t. P a c l, October 30¿h.—David B. Ver- 
milyea, who has brought suit for divorce 
against his wife, makes » long specific state­ 
ment of the relations of General Meyers with 
his family in St. Paul, and afterwards in 
New York and in Europe. He says : "About 
August 1, 1882, I began to hear rumors of an 
intimacy existing between Geueral Meyers 
and Mrs. Vermilyea. When my wife re­ 
turned, I told her that General Meyers was a 
bad man and that his intentions towards her 
were evil. I wound up by sayiug he could 
rot stay in my house, whereupon she became 
very indignant, and s*id if he could not 
remain 
neither would 
she, and I was 
overruled.” 
Soon 
after, 
he 
alleges, 
bis wife 
pretended 
to 
leave town in 
his absence, and did leave immediately 
upon 
his 
return without 
his 
consent. 
“ The next thing I heard," he continues, 
“ was that Meyers had secured a six-months’ 
leave and was boarding at the Clarendon in 
New York city—the same hotel in which 
Mrs. Vermilyea was boarding. Soon after­ 
wards the two went abroad together. Next I 
received a cablegram fiom a friend abroad, 
saying that Meyers and my wife and child 
were at the Grand Hotel in Paris. I made 
up my mind that I would make an effort to 
secure my son, especially as I was assured 
that the French law would give him to me. 
I found Meyers and his wife and Mrs. Ver­ 
milyea and my son in Lausanne, Switzerland. 
There was a dramatic scene on a Sunday 
morning in the latter part of June at the ho­ 
tel where the party was stoppiag. The Chief 
of Police, with several gendarmes, called on 
Mrs. Vermilyea in the name of the Minister 
of 
Justice 
of 
the 
Canton 
for 
my 
boy. 
She 
cried, begged 
and 
entreat­ 
ed, 
wrung 
her 
hands, had hysterics, 
finally 
fainted, and 
when 
she 
came 
to said that the boy was too ill to be taken 
away. So I weakened, and compromised on 
her solemnly agreeing that she would sail for 
America on July 14th, and immediately on 
her arrival ia the United States would deliver 
the child to my mother, in Orange, N. J. 
General Meyers signed this agreement aud 
e*ve bis word of honor as an officcr of the 
United States army to see that it was carried 
into effect. I left within ten days for Amer­ 
ica, and Meyers came almost immediately 
afterwards. But Mrs. Vermilyea deferred 
her departure for a month beyond the time 
specified in the agreement, and did nothing 
towards carrying out its terms. When she 
came back I had been advised not to tile e 
suit for divorce until I obtained possession of 
the child, which accounts for my delay in 
beginning proceedings.” 


The Ir M i Question. 


Niw Y o rk , October 30th.—M. P. Burt, 
Liberal member of Parliament, in an inter­ 
view here to-day, said: “ The bitterness be­ 
tween the Orargemen and Catholics has 
added to the difficulties of treating the Irish 
question, but I hope better judgment will 
prevail, and it certainly will if Parnell’s 
voice is as powerful as it used to be. Parnell 
is gaining strength, and it is estimated that 
he will be able to command 70 to 80 votes in 
Parliament, which means that Parnell will 
control the Government, and may, by hold­ 
ing the balance of power, which that number 
would give him, dictate his own and his coun­ 
try’s termB." Burt favors home rule for Ire­ 
land to the fullest extent, but deprecates 
assisted emigration to Americi, 


O'D onnell'» Case. 


Chicago, October 30th,—It was announced 
that Judge Fullerton and Roger A. Pryor 
had already gone to London to be present at 
the trial, as counsel for O’Donnell, and that 
a cablegram had been sent from Chicago to 
ascertain whether W. J. Hynes and W. W. 
O’Brien would be allowed to take part in the 
trial, and make pleas for O'Donnell, provided 
they went to England fortified with recom­ 
mendations from the Secretary of State of 
the United States. It is expected an answer 
will be received to-day. It is also stated the 
expenses of the trial would probably reach 
§30.000, and that the Chicago committee 
would be able to raise at least §0,000 in the 
next three days.

Extraordinary Political Srar.dal. 
BlFJALO, October 30th.—An extraordinary 
political scandal has just been developed in 
ct nnection with the Mayoralty contest in this 
city. The Democratic party is torn in two. 
the split resulting by the renomination of 
the present Mayor, John B. Manning, the 
brother of Daniel Manning, Governor Cleve­ 
land’s manager, and of ex-Congressman Jona­ 
than Scoville. Manning’s course iu referecca 
to the proposed grant of the seawall front to 
the Erie and Lebi^h Valley Railroad, incor­ 
porated as a local toll road under the name 
of the Buffalo Creek Railroad Company, has 
made him a host of enemies in railroad cir­ 
cles, while the liquor interests oppose him 
because he consented to an advance of the 
license feeB. 
Opposition was stirred up 
against him immediately after be was elected 
to sucoed Gov. Cleveland, on these points, 
and a snap game was played in the City Com­ 
mittee, by which caucuses were called to 
elect delegates favorable to Scoville, who 
was chosen by the Erie aud Lshigh valley 
representatives to punish Manning. A few 
weeks ago the Mayor received a scented 
billet-doux, written in a delicate hand, from 
a lady, who declared that she had s<eu him 
several times, and had fallen in love with him. 
She desired to make his acquaintance, and 
enjoy several visits per week. The Mayor is 
a married man, with grown up Bons and mar­ 
ried daughters, and the billet-doux struck 
him with surpris”, as it was the first favor of 
the kind be had ever received. Suspcc.ing 
the trap, he communicated with intimate 
friends, who have his interests at heart, and 
placea them in such a position that a watch 
cculd 
be 
kept.

found to be a student in one of the colleges, 
and when she turned up and was accused of 
being a party in a plot to destroy the good 
name of the Mayor, she confessed and ac- 
kn iwledged that she hod been hired to in­ 
veigle him into a trep by which ha would be 
caught and forced, under threats of exposure, 
to retire from his candidacy against Scoville. 
She gave the names of a number of prouii- 
ment Democratic politicians who were hostile 
to Manning and acknowledged that she had 
been made a tool cf to ruin him politically. 
The Mayor has taicen legal proceedings, 
and intends to proceed against the con­ 
spirators, who are mostly leading men. The 
outbreak of the scandal h.as created great ex­ 
citement in political circles. Manning was 
nominated for Mayor yesterday by a Con­ 
vention of Dtmjcrats claiming regularity as 
sgainst the Convention which nominated 
Scoville on Tuesday. 


The Texas Negro Scare. 


Cameron, October 30:h.—Sheriff Lipecom, 
in obedience to instructions from the Gov­ 
ernor, proceéded to the eastern portion of this 
county, where the disturbance among the 
colored people are alleged to have taken 
place. 
IJe found considerable excitement 
among the whites and blacks, but no indica­ 
tion of violence or rioting. A meeting was 
held by the white and colored citizens, and a 
peaceful and harmonious sentiment was ex­ 
presa» d. The excitement has subsided, and 
probably had no real foundation. 


A R ailroad Q uarrel. 


MarqcbTTE (Mich.), October 30th.—Des­ 
perate lighting among the Italian employes 
on the Marquette and Western road was go­ 
ing on at intervals yesterday. All work was 
suspended. Bad feeling has existed for some 
time, and the quarrel over some Bhovels 
brought on a fight. Revolvers, clubs, axes 
and knives were u<scd, the fight being extend­ 
ed to the principal business streets.

Experim ents in A erial N avigation. 


P a ris, October 30th.—An experiment took 
lace yesterday afternoon at the Place de la 
efence, Courbevoie, which comprised a sen­ 
sational balloon ascent, and the uee of the 
new contrivance for aerial navigation, the in­ 
vention of M. Brisson, who claims that the 
balloon is merely necessary to raise his ap­ 
paratus in the air, just as the power of horses 
might be required to move a locomotive from 
its place cf construction to the iron rails. 
The apparatus itself is somewhat fantastic, 
and may be compared to the upper deck of a 
small passenger steamer. It is a sort of plat­ 
form, safely surrounded by iron railings, some 
of whicb, at a hight of about two yards, serve 
as the support for another platform, on which 
nine parachutes in the shape of cupolas, about 
forty-five inches high, are placed Bide by side, 
These cupolas are supposed to receive under 
their air-tight domes a quantity of air con­ 
sidered to be less dense than the interior 
layer of air. 
The 
apparatus 
in its 
descent is expected 
to displace a vol­ 
ume of air equal to its proper weight, and 
consequently to find its support in a layer of 
air more dense than that stored under the 
cupolas, 
Twenty-five to thirty thousand 
spectator» of all classes were In great expec­ 
tation to witness whether the balloon would 
at all be able to lift the apparatus, which has

Messieurs Lair and Bris- 
Bon, had to perform the task of raising the 
latter’s apparatus, but by some unexpscted 
mishap, after the first start it did not succeed 
iu moving the 300 kilos weight. About 5 
o’clock P. M., after a second attemp?, and 
while nearly every spectator watched with 
breathless anxiety, the balloon started with 
its huge appendix, with a Budden rush, and 
disappeared in ¡ess than two minutes in a 
dark tog. Whether under these circumstances 
there is any chance of coming toa conclusion 
as to the success ot the experiment with Bris- 
sou’s apparatus is very doubtful. 


A T errorized T ow n. 


P aris, October 30th. — The suburb of 
Neuilly for the last ten days has been thrown 
into a state of excitement and alarm, recall­ 
ing the days of the siege of Paris. Bands of 
brigands have been committing wholesale 
robberies and setting the police completely at 
defiance. A running discharge of firearms 
is < ften kept up during the entire night, the 
police firing volleys at I ha bandits, who re­ 
turn the fire with revolvers, while now and 
then a terrified householder blazes away from 
his windows at any one prowling about his 
premises. In this way five policeman have 
been unintentionally shot. In one of their 
frequent raids, the police, night before las% 
managed to wound three bandits aud capture 
thirty prisoners, with the loss of only oue 
gendarme woutdej. The remainder of the 
band beat a retreat to the Bois de Boulogne, 
which is now being scoured by strong bodies of 
police and soldiers. Some highwaymen at­ 
tempted on Saturday Hight to pillage the ho­ 
tel of the Maiquis de Cr< zier, 10 Bou'evard 
Hcussay, Meuiliy. The Marquis having gone 
to the opera, the housekeeper, Mile. Chieze, 
was alone in the vast hotel, the Marchioners, 
with her children and the other servants, 
being iu the country. Mile. Chieze was 
aroueed at midnight by a strange noise in the 
garden. She opened the window and saw 
six men trying to break open the front door. 
\Vith extraordinary presence of mind and 
pluck Mile. Chieze cried out for the Marquis, 
and, imitating a man’s voice, carried on an 
animated conversation with herself. 
Mean­ 
while she kept running about from room to 
room with lights, and made the bacdits be­ 
lieve the house was full of occupants. Owing 
to this stratagem, the hanriits retired for re­ 
inforcements. The Marquis, meanwhile, ar­ 
rived. About 3 o’cl ck in the morning the 
highwaymen retrrned, but were repulsed by 
the Marquis and M. Coadiman, who, for 
nearly half an hour, kept up a furious tusi- 
lade with repeating rifles. A company of 
gendarmes finally arrived, but the highway­ 
men managed to escape to the Bois de Bou­ 
logne. 


Y unng W om an AssiKHinated. 


P a ris, October 30.b.—Another terrible 
murder occurred at St. Quentin on Sunday 
morning. Mme. Besnard, occupying a room 
in Court No. 100, Avenue St. Q lentin, heard 
a sound as of stamping, followed by a cry 
“ 1.'assassin ” Shortly afterwards the door 
cf a neighboring apartment was violently 
slammed, and a man was heard to rush down 
stairs. Mme. Besnard called the neighbors, 
who forced the door of the room occupied by 
a young girl named Nathalie Maria Leuley, 
when a horrible sight ¡presented itself. The 
girl, only twenty years old, lay on the floor 
with a napkin bound around her neck. Ihe 
assassin, not content with strangling his vic­ 
tim, stabbed her repeatedly. The knife used 
remained in the wound, pinning the neck of 
the victim to the floor. Nothing in the room 
bad been disturbed. Theft evidently was not 
the motive of the crime. The dead girl, who 
was quite pretty, had been residing in the 
house only a fortnight. It is thought her 
murderer was a discarded lover. 


M arquis of L om e on Home R ule. 
London, October 30th.—The Conteinpvrari/ 
Review for November contains an article by 
the Marquis of Lome, late Governor-General 
of the Dominion of Canada, entitled, "Cana­ 
dian Home Rule.” It waB written in com­ 
pliance with a request to furnish notes sug­ 
gestive ef steps that might be taken to meet 
the demand for home rule for Ireland, or pro­ 
vide information havirg bearing upon the 
future of Australia. The Marquis discusses 
the chief features of the Federal Government 
of Car.sda, and indicates the individual 
rights reserved to the different provinces, and 
dwells especially npon the danger which must 
arise should one member of the Confedera­ 
tion become strong enough to oppose the will 
of the Central Government.

Mysterioas a n d Serious Explosions in 


L o ndo n. 


London, October 31st—a m.—At 8 o’clock 
last evening a terrible explosion occurred near 
P. aed street a at the underground station of 
the Metropolitan Railway. 
On the first 
alarm a strong cordon of police was sum­ 
moned to preserve order, to keep the way 
clear and convey the wounded people to the 
hospitals. Passengers on the train at the 
scene of the explosion say there was suddenly 
a loud report like a cannon ; then a sudden 
darkness, the gas lights from the front to the 
rear of the train being put out. Glass was 
broken, and splinters of wood flew about 
the cars, cutting 
and wounding many 
paisengers. Above the din were heard the 
shrieks of the injured and panic-stricken 
people. All this occurred in a moment, and 
‘or a while confusion reigned supreme. The 
train, which was crowded, contained ■princi­ 
pally country visitors returning from the 
Fisheries Exhibition. 
After leaving the 
station the train traveled steadilv ahead, al­ 
though the concussion smashed nearly all the 
lamps in the Praed-street Station, and caused 
much damage to the permanent roadway. 
' When the train reached the next station— 
Edgeware Road—the first effort was made to 
rescue the wounded. 
Some were dread­ 
fully burned, but more were prostrated 
by fright. AU the doctors, surgeons and dis­ 
pensaries in the neighborhood were called 
into requisition. Tbe first impression was 
that an explosion of gas caused the disaster, 
but later inquiries tend to show malice. The 
two|rear carriages were damaged the most. 
They are mere skeletons. Another theory is 
that the explosion was caused by foul gas 
accumulating in the tunnel. This, however, 
is untenable, because no premonitory symp­ 
toms were observable. The general opinion 
of railway officials and experts is that the 
disaster was caused 
by some explosive 
material, which had been placed probably ia 
the rearmost carriage. Meanwhiie a searching 
inquiry is proceeding, It is believed that 
about forty persons were injnred, Borne dan­ 
gerously. Almost simultaneously with the 
Praed-street affair a violent explosion oc­ 
curred on the underground railway between 
Charing Cross and Westminster Statione. 
The windows of the signaling stations in the 


tunnel were shattered, and at Charing Cross 
the glass roof of the station collapsed. The 
report is de=cribed as being like that of ar­ 
tillery. Toe cfftcts were similar to those 
of the Praed-streetjexp’.osion. Carriage lampe, 
windows, etc., were emaahed. All traffic was 
suspended for awhile. Although both ex­ 
plosions are matters of the greatest mystery, 
they are generslly thought to have been of 
Fenian origin. The shocks of both explosions 
are described by officials as very similar to 
the shock of the explosion at tbe local Gov­ 
ernment Board offices in March last, in which 
Dr. Gallagher was implicated. It is stated 
that four machines, similar to rcckets, were 
found in the tunnel near the Praed-street 
station. Altogether six carriages were Shat­ 
tered by the explosion near Praed street. 
Altogether about forty persons have been ad­ 
mitted to the hospitals. Many more were 
injured, but were sent directly to their own 
homes.

J. J. McMullin & Co. have signed a con­ 
tract with the San Francisco and Colorado 
River Railroad <'ompiny, for the construc- 
tien, within 120 dajv, nr before February, 
18.S4, of a ferry landing and depot at Ala­ 
meda Point. 
The United States man-of-war Lackawan­ 
na, of the South Pacific squadron, has been 
put on tbe dty dock at Callao, and her bot­ 
tom found damaged by a collision with 
sunken rocks. None of the officers can ac­ 
count for the breaks. 
F. A. Schulze writes from Hermosillo to a 
friend in this citj1, that on September 27tb 
there were five more doathB from yellow fever 
in HermoBillo; that business is dead, that 
there is no work, no money, and that pro­ 
visions are scarce. Iu the surrounding coun­ 
try deaths are of daily occurrence, and there 
is much sickness. 
The Australian Bteamer City of Sydney, 
which arrived in port on Monday, two days 
ahead of time, beat the fastest time previous­ 
ly made by seven hours, Tbe Zealandia had 
previous to this tbe fastest record. The Syd­ 
ney came from Sydney in '25 days, and from 
Honolulu in 7 days and 3 hours. 
She made 
up a loss of 15 hours in schedule time on the 
voyage. 
The Wheeler case still lingers in the Su­ 
preme Court, where it has reposed bo long, 
notwithstanding the fact that that tribunal 
on the 12th instant affirmed the judgment 
rendered in Judge Ferral’s Court over a year 
ago. The cause of “ hanging tire” now is 
that the Supreme Court has failed to order 
the remittitur, which is the official notice of 
its action, to the Court below, 
A meeting was held at the First Congrega­ 
tional Church in this city Monday evening, 
composed of Congregationalists of San Fran­ 
cisco.

B ishov K ip .—The following ia from the 
San Francisco Bulletin of October 30th : 
Sunday was celebrated the thirtieth an­ 
niversary of the ordination of Right Rev, 
Bishop K’p. 
The Bishop preached at the 
Church of the Advent in the morning, and 
in the evening Rev. W . L. Githens made 
an appropriate address. 
The Rev. W. I. 
Kip, rector of St. Paul’s Church in Albany, 
N. Y ., was consecrated Missionary Bishop 
to California October 2S, 1S53. On Decem­ 
ber 20th following Bishop Kip left for Cali­ 
fornia. 
He had a memorable voyage. The 
steamer on which he had come was wreck­ 
ed off San Diego. 
All the passengers were 
rescued. 
His first Bermon was preached 
at San I'lego, when all rendered devout 
thanksgiving for being saved from the 
perils of the sea. 
He arrived here in 1854, 
Rev. Mr. Wyatt, of Trinity Church, situ 
ated on Pine street, was then the only 
Episcopal clergyman here doing active 
work. 
Bishop Kip took charge of Grace 
Church and continued as rector three 
years. 
His salary as Bishop was $3,000 
year, of which $2,300 was paid out for the 
rent of his humble home. Subsequently be 
again took and kept the charge of Grace 
Church for three years more. 
He did this 
when the church was incumbered with 
debt, and at the end of that time it did not 
owe anything. 
He used his own private 
fortune to sustain the church. 
Five years 
ago the parish of tbe Churcb of the Ad' 
vent was so much in debt that its rector, 
Rev. Mr. Lathrop, became disheartened 
and resigned. 
The parishioners wanted to 
sell tbe churcb. 
The Bishop came to tbe 
rescue and reduced the mortgage to $15, 
000. 
When Bishop Kip came here there 
were three clergymen in the diocese, and 
now there are sixty ; there were two 
parishes in the city, where there are now 
eight.

OUR LONDON LETTER. 


T 3 E BEST USES OF SUNDAY POE PUBLIC 
W ELFARE 


Social Science and Church Congresses — 
Abuses In Educational Methods—Meet­ 
ing for Men Only—Etc. 


London, October 11, 18S3. 
The uses to which Sunday may be put 
as a day of recreation, the education of the 
people, the employment and proper pro­ 
tection of women, and the question, how 
crime may be repressed and criminals dealt 
with to the best advantage of society and 
themselves, are subjects of ever-living in­ 
terest in all civilized countries, and when 
such bodies as the Church Congress, re­ 
cently held at Leading, and the Social 
Science Congress, still in session at Hud­ 
dersfield, make utterances on these sub­ 
jects, it behooves all well-wishers of their 
kind to consider carefully what is said. 
The body lirst named represents in round 
numbers 20,000 clergymen and 20,000,000 
lay adherents, the former being, on the 
whole, the most highly cultured body of 
ministers in the world, while additional 
importance attaches to the assemblage 
from the fact that the Church under whose 
auspices it met is in a pre-eminent sense 
the National Church. The other Con­ 
gress, though less distinctively religious, 
was no less distinguished, and will be no 
less influential in 
MOLDING PUBLIC SENTIMENT, 
For it represented the science and philan­ 
thropy of the realm, the men who com­ 
posed it, with Sir Richard Temple at their 
head, being among the most scholarly and 
humane the nineteenth eentury has pro­ 
duced. Both Congresses had the same ob­ 
ject in view, viz., the welfare and happi­ 
ness of their fellow-men, and, as a matter 
of course, their discussions ran along simi­ 
lar lines of human need. But they looked 
at the race within different ranges of 
vision, and naturally, therefore, on some 
subjects, reached opposite conclusions. 
This was notably the case on 
THE SUNDAY QUESTION. 
A large majority of the secular body fa­ 
vored the universal opening on the Sabbath 
day of libraries, museums and art galleries. 
Mark H. Judge, honorable Secretary of the 
Sunday Society, in reviewing the progress 
of recent years, stated that at present only 
twenty such places were opened regularly 
on Sunday in the whole of England, and 
that the exhibitions which gave occasional 
Sunday views numbered thirty-five. The 
authorities connected with each of these 
places were, he said, unanimously of opin­ 
ion that Sunday opening had been success­ 
ful, had proven beneficial and had been 
much appreciated by a large section of the 
community, his conclusion being that a 
practice which gave Buch satisfaction in a 
limited sphere could only yield the beat re- 
Balts in its wider application. But the 
GENTLEMEN OK THE CLOTH DEMURRED 
To this proposal. To open places of this 
kind would cause a large amount of Sun­ 
day labor, they contended, and would 
tempt the sons of toil away from the sanc­ 
tuary. On the first point, however, the 
Social Science Congress endeavors to con­ 
ciliate the church people by a compro­ 
mise ; it would have the museums and art 
galleries opened on “ such conditions as 
would insure for every attendant a weekly 
day of rest.” And, with reference to the 
latter point, the painful fact confronts 
those who have at heart the good of the 
working classes that few of these are 
likely to trouble the sanctuaries with their 
presence, whether there be exhibitions to 
tempt them away or not. A recent census 
showed only nineteen per cent, of the pop­ 
ulation of England and Wales attended 
church at a given Sunday service, and no 
less an authority than the Bishop of Win­ 
chester declared recently, in a letter to the 
Times, that the 
WORKING MEN HAD CEASED TO ATTEND 
CHURCH 
Or chapel, except in the small proportion 
of one in fifty. These facts may not con­ 
stitute a direct argument in favor of the 
Sunday opening of the places in question, 
but they certainly destroy the force of one 
of the most familiar arguments against 
such opening. To foretell what will be the 
ultimate issue of this controversy in Eng­ 
land one does not need to be mnch of a 
prophet, nor a very close observer of the 
current of events. A steady and unvary­ 
ing progress has marsed the efforts of the 
Liberal party from the first. The voice of 
the working men themselveB is more po­ 
tential than it used to be, and this, having 
already prevailed over Sabbatarianism to 
the extent of securing Sunday music In 
some of the parkB, and of opening the 
doors of a respectable proportion of the 
places in immediate dispute, is greatly 
strengthened by these successes in the de­ 
mand it makes for reforms of a more rad­ 
ical character. Equally important, too, is 
the change of and still 
CHANGING ATTITUDE OF PARLIAMENT, 
For the cause gains votes there at every 
session, and at the last did not fall very 
many short of having a majority. All in­ 
dications, in fact, seem to point to a time, 
not far distant, when the goal sought will 
be reached, and it is not unlikely that con­ 
temporaneously with the Sunday opening 
of these places of harmless recreation laws 
will be enacted by which enemies of the 
poorer classes will be shut up on that day. 
On the question of education the Church 
Congress seemed chiefly anxious regarding 
two points : first, to have a proper 
BLENDING OF RELIGIOUS WITH SECULAR 
Instrnction, and, secondly, to secure a 
larger grant of money from the Govern­ 
ment for the Bchools of their own denom­ 
inations. All elementary Bchools receive 
State aid, even these of the Catholics, and 
all receive it in equal proportion. But 
the National Church, privileged beyond 
others in so many regards, thinks it 
should be shown special favors in this 
matter also. The demand, however, is 
unreasonable, and while a Liberal Ministry 
remains in power there is not the remotest 
chance of its being complied with. As 
to the other point, the people are at one 
with the priests, for school boards gener­ 
ally provide for some adequate recognition 
of religion in the school course, and it will 
be a long time, certainly, before England 
descends so far on the secularizing plane as 
to banish the Bible from her school desks. 
THE SOCIAL SCIENCE CONGRESS 
Dealt with the present methods of educa­ 
tion in their relation to health. 
It ap­ 
pears from what was said that this country, 
long ago backward in opening the foun­ 
tains of knowledge to the children of the 
middle and lower classees, is now in less 
danger of going too slow than too fast in 
this direction. As thongh to make np for 
lost time, everything is being run on the 
high-pressure principle. No only is at­ 
tendance compulsory, but there is a species 
of compulsion resting upon teachers and 
scholars alike to attain to the highest pos­ 
sible degree of excellence in the different 
studies. The latter is mostly of a financial 
nature, arising from the fact that the 
teacher’s pay depends in part upon the 
number of children in his school who 
reach a certain standard at the annual ex­ 
amination by the Government Inspector, 
The remarks of Mr. Pridgin Teale, M. B., 
of Leeds, directed against this feature of 
the educational system, were very severe, 
and they seemed to reflect the judgment 
of the Congress as a whole. 
Speaking 
from his own observation in the cases of 
those who had sought his advice, this gen­ 


tleman declared that he had been Bimply 
horrified at the 
HUMAN SLAVERY AND TORTURE 
Invented and carried out iu this country 
to meet the demands of an inexorable ex­ 
amination. Bid in the case of boys, it 
was, he said, absolutely wicked in the case 
of girls. Hard work and long hours, he 
added, did not of themselves constitute 
over-pressure in education or over-work iu 
life. It was the work done under perpet­ 
ual worry and anxiety, and under the com­ 
pulsion of want of time that tried the 
health of both young and old ; and it is so 
because they were importing into modern 
education hurry, worry, anxiety, selfish­ 
ness, competition and a feverish desire for 
Bucees, that he foresaw injury to health, 
degredation of intellect and a general de­ 
parture from the true ideal of what a sound 
education should be. 
That an assembly 
composed largely of clergymen should give 
a prominent place in its discussions to 
THE WOMAN QUESTION 
Was only natural, for have not the clergy 
ever found in the so-called weaker sex their 
readiest and ablest helpers in the work of 
the church. It was fitting, too, in view of 
the deep interest, not to say perplexity, 
with which this question has so long been 
regarded, and of the universal longing 
there is for more light on the subject from 
the best sources. In regard to the Btatus 
of women, ecclesiastically, a general opin­ 
ion was expressed in favor of an order of 
“ deaconnesses,” and it was also resolved 
to give encouragement to " sisterhoods. ” 
The former would approximate very closely 
to lay preachers, and should the Courchof 
England institute such an order it would 
take a position in advance of nearly every 
church in Christendom, though, doubtless, 
its example would Boon be followed by 
other bodies. The “ sisterhoods,” of which 
many already exiBt, are bands of women 
DEVOTED TO WORKS OK CHARITY, 
Who dress and live alter the style of the 
Roman Catholic Sisters of Mercy. None 
will be Borry to see Christian ministers en­ 
couraging good works or specially conse­ 
crating devoted women to lives of self- 
sacrificing benevolence ; but that it should 
betray, as this feature of the recent Con­ 
gress indicates, an increasing regard for the 
most ojectionable forms of Romanism, will 
be regretted by very many and by none 
more than by a large number of its own 
communieantB. The Ilev. G. Everard, of 
Wolverhampton, declared vows of celibacy 
to be unscriptural; but the remark was 
received with cries of “ No.” The latter 
ebullition, however, must not be taken as 
an indication of the predominant feeling of 
the Congress, but simply as a little straw 
which shows that the wiQd is blowing in 
that direction. A session was held on 
Wednesday 
EXCLUSIVELY FOR MEN, 
At which matters too delicate for feminine 
etrs were censidered. Only a little that 
was said got into the press, for the English 
papers are very particular at this point. 
Strangely out of proportion to the corrup­ 
tion that prevails in certain circles of their 
social life is this prudishness of the Eng­ 
lish as to what they will tolerate in the 
daily newspaper. But better be particular 
in a few things than loose iu all. In a 
paper on " The Prevention of the Degrada­ 
tion of Women, ” Canon Butler contended 
that woman’s degradation “ always pro­ 
ceeded from the coarseness and brutality 
of man," and added that the law of Eng­ 
land, in the shields it threw around female 
virtue, “ was less effective than that of any 
other civilized country.” The first step 
toward reform, Canon Holland ventured to 
suggest, “ was to abolish legislation which 
bore the shameful brand as having been 
made by men for men,” a statement for 
which the press has taken the gentleman 
severely to task. 
London’s crim in a l record. 
The most notable and useful paper read 
before the Social Science Congress was 
that by Howard Vincent, Director of 
Criminal Investigations for London, on the 
causes, results, prevention, detection and 
punishment of crime. The direct cost of 
crime in England, Scotland and Wales, 
said this gentleman, was nearly six million 
pounds yearly. Magistrates, police, prison 
officials, Ac., numbered 74,000 persons. 
In 18S1 there W6re apprehended or cited 
82.5,657, or nearly one in 86 of the popula 
tion. 
Ninety-four thousand eight hun 
dred and sixty-eight were for offenses 
against the person, 122,761 for offenses 
against propertg, and the remaining three- 
fourths for minor offenses. In 1882 there 
were only 101 more convicts than in 1871, 
notwithstanding the increase of the popu­ 
lation by three and a half millions. This 
Mr. Vincent attributed to the temperance 
movement, home missions, board schools, 
industrial Bchools, reformatories and the 
increased efficiency of the police. For 
1880-81 London, he said, compared well 
with Paris, Berlin and Vienna; PariB hav­ 
ing proportionately most murders aud rob­ 
beries with violence, Berlin most forgeries, 
VienDa most burglaries, and London most 
larcenies from the person. He advocated 
flogging for robbers who resort to violence, 
and hanging for those who malicionsly 
take life, but toward minor offenders 
brought up for the first time he would be 
very merciful, allowing them to go into 
the world again on probation under a sys­ 
tem similar to that which he declared had 
worked so well in Massachusetts.

How Culprits are Dealt with by the 
"Mixed Court" at Shanghai. 
In that part of the native town of 
Shanghai which lies beyond the city walls, 
and is under foreign jurisdiction, there is 
a curious-shaped range of buildings called 
the "mixed court.” Here caees affecting 
disputes between Europeans and China­ 
men are tried, a mandarin named Chen 
presiding, while a representative of the 
Consulate to which the European whose 
case is being decided belongs sits sb as­ 
sessor. The “ mixed court ” proper con­ 
sists of a single room, not unlike an Eng­ 
lish magistrate’s court in London; but it 
is only one of a series of chambers all duly 
arranged for the promotion of virtue and 
the discouragement of vice. .Some of theBe 
take the form of large wooden cages, in 
which prisoners are confined—others, 
again, are leception rooms for Mr. Chen. 
But the most important place of all is the 
native hall of justice, where Chen sits in 
the potentiality of his glory to try Chinese 
prisoners. This hall is covered in by a 
sort of tiled canopy, the gable ends of 
which are turned up in approved Chinese 
style. On three sides it ÍB shut in by 
wallB; 
the front, or fourth side, 
opens into a large yard facing the 
doors of the prison cages. The seat of 
justice is vermilion—a sort of throne, with 
a table in front. On this table rests simply 
an inkstand and a bronze imitation of a 
human hand, whereon repose the pens with 
which Mr. Chen signs his sentences. Be­ 
hind the chair are ranged a large number 
of vermilion-painted boards or stands, 
these boards being covered with hiero­ 
glyphics detailing the virtues of the man­ 
darin. Tnat representative of law occa­ 
sionally giveB more than ordinary satisfac­ 
tion to people who come before him. They 
go away pleased, and at once extol his 
goodness on a vermilion board, which they 
send him. This board Mr. Chen at once 
puts in the rack behind his chair ; it is a 
testimonial to his worth, it can be seen by 
all who come before him, and it can be car­ 
ried out in his procession whenever he goes 
through the town in Btate, Said an Amer­ 
ican friend who accompanied me, as he saw 
these : “ These boards must be very con­ 
soling to disappointed suitors : they show 
that if justice is not around just now, it 
haB been at some time or other, anyhow.” 
Our introduction to Mr. Chen found us 
in the presence of a little old man who 
could speak nothing but Chineee. Chen 
was polite, but firm on one point. Ho 
could not execute justice, he said, by day­ 
light. Try prisoners he could, even in 
the early mom; somebody said he had 
once disposed of three hundred culprits in 
a single morning. But the carrying out of 
his sentences was a very different thing, 
and, if we would see the arm of justice 
really at work, we must come a little 
later. So we returned when evening had 
set in and the candles were lighted. Then 
Mr. Chen felt he could begin. He almost 
apologized for the paucity of criminals, 
when at last he prepared to take his seat. 
But he hinted that those he was about to 
deal with might make up for many more, 
for they were parlous rogues and deserv­ 
ing of many stripes—which he proposed to 
give them. Then making a signal, he led 
the way from his reception hall to the 
judgment seat, preceded by a gentleman 
witn a tremendous gong, two gigantic fel­ 
lows with high red cone capa, two men 
each armed with split bamboos, and some 
men bearing caoguea—large square pieces 
of board with a neck-hole in the cen­ 
ter. 
Bing went the gong. 
“ Ay !” 
cried out the lictors. 
“ Ay !” Bhouted the 
people who were gathered in the hall; and 
thus went Mr. Chen to execute justice. I 
now saw that on a form near the prison 
doors Bat a ragged and miserable crew, ap­ 
parently waiting for something more or 
less doleful. They alone of all persons in 
the yard shouted uot. They had some 
Bhouting to do later on, and, perhaps, 
were reserving their powers. One, in fact, 
very shortly received good reason to shout. 
“ Chang Huen!” said the magistrate. 
“ Chang Huen !” echoed the lictors; and 
forthwith the wretched owner of the name 
was seized by the pigtail and hurried up to 
the vermilion table. Down he went on 
his knees, bat all to no purpose. “ One 
hundred blows,” ejaculated Mr. CheD, 
looking at his judicial notes, and forthwith 
the culprit was seized by the two men 
with the conical capB, pulled a little way 
along the stones in front of the table to a 
point where the madarin could get a good 
view of him, and then flung on his face, 
his arms being twisted over his head by 
one lictor, while he was divested of a por­ 
tion of his clothing. Chang Huen evi­ 
dently understood what w b b to follow, and 
he howled piteously. But howling did not 
save him, for so soon as the two lictors had 
got him into proper position and had knelt 
on him, one of the men with bamboos 
came np, and, squatting down on the 
gronnd, began to strike him on the inner 
part of the naked thighs, counting the 
blows as they fell. At first sight, despite 
Chang Huen’s noise, I thought the punish­ 
ment was very light, but I saw soon after­ 
ward that the skin w b b already black, and 
the first twenty-five Btrokes had left a 
band of color quite six inches broad. Ex­ 
ecutioner No. 2 now came up and laid on 
another twenty-five, then his comrade had 
another tarn, and lastly he finished his 
fifty. It will perhaps be thought that the 
injury thus inflicted would be Bevere. But 
the skin was not broken, and I should say 
that the bruises would heal in a week or 
ten days at the most. Garrotera in Eng­ 
land, flogged as they are on the bony back 
and Bhonlder blades, are apparently hurt 
much more, thongh I was told that the 
beating without breaking the Bkin was 
much more painful than it looked. Chang 
Huen, however, had very few to pity him; 
he was evidently either a very bad or a 
very impecunious man, for no sooner was 
the beating over than he was roughly 
seized once more by the pigtail aud hauled 
along over the yard to the prison with 
great rapidity, he Bcreeching loudly all the 
while. 
Far more fortunate was the culprit who 
followed him, and who, as he was thrown 
down by the lictors put out two fingers 
in such a way that the executioners could 
see them plainly. “ What does that mean,” 
I asked of the magistrate’s interpreter. 
“He mean he give 82 if not spoilee too 
much with bamboo,” was the mysterious 
reply. “ But surely,” eaid I, “ he cannot 
bribe in so open a way under the very 
nose of the mandarin?” “ Yes,” said the 
interpreter, “ everybody know. 
More 
better man givee $2." Hs was certainly 
speaking the truth ; this gentleman, cul­ 
prit No. 2, got off lightly. His braises 
were very small, his pigtail was not 
pulled. He made plenty of noise; had 
gone at any rate through the semblance 
of a severe punishment, 
and had 
lost 
$2—which 
to 
him 
was 
no 
doubt a painful event. Possibly the man­ 
darin looked upon the monetary transac­ 
tion in the light of a tine by which his un­ 
derlings benefited. So the punishments 
went on. Wnen men had to receive fifty 
atripes only one executioner wielded the 
bamboo ; when one hundred had to be in­ 
flicted they were laid on in the way I have 
already described. Those who put out 
their fingers got off lightly, those who did 
not experienced the majesty of the law in 
a very thorough fashion. Then, the beat­ 
ings being over, several men were brought 
up and cangued, the square boards being 
opened, their heads thrust through, the 
boards nailed np, pieces of paper detailing 
the sentence pasted on the top, and the 
wearers of this very inelegant species of 
necktie bundled into the prison. As each 
sentence was issued, all the understrappers 
of the Court and the spectators called out 
" Ay !” in commendation, no doobt, of the 
mandarin’s sagacity, the crowd, consisting 
of men and women, looking on with evi­ 
dent satisfaction at both the bambooing and 
eanguing. With a brief hearing of a quar­ 
rel between a man and a woman, in which 
the man was adjudged the aggressor and 
sentenced to be locked np, Mr. Chen now 
vacated the seat of justice, and the crowd 
dispersed ; the executioners went to look 
afier the dollars that had been promised— 
and which, by the way, I heard, are al­ 
ways paid promptly—and we departed, 
much edified by the spectacle of the way 


in which justice in China disports herself.

ABOUT THE HOME. 


Borax ia one of the beat roach extermina- 
tora. It Bhonld be pulverized and aprinkled 
around the infested placea. 
A piece of matting neatly tacked down 
by an ontaide door will protect the carpet, 
and will require lesa care than a piece of 
-oilcloth. 
To make prune pie, atew the prune8 aa 
for sauce, atone and sweeten, and, with 
nice pie-crust, I think you will call them 
good. 
Be sure and not have them too dry, 
[The Household. 
Silver may be kept from tarnishing by 
painting it with a soft brush dipped in 
alcohol in which some collodion has been 
dissolved. 
The coating can be removed by 
dipping the article in hot water, but it 
com pletely protects it from tarniah. 
Itipe tomato pickles are fine and a new 
article to many. 
Take two gallons ripe 
tomatoes, peeled but not sliced, one pint 
vinegar, two pounds sugar ; add mace and 
nutmeg to suit taste. 
Put all in kettle 
together, heat slowly to bailing and sint- 
mer one hour. 
Put up in glass jars. 
This is an excellent recipe for Graham 
gems, and differs from any before given: 
One cup of Graham flour, one cup of fine 
flour, two eggs, two cups of sweet milk, 
one-fourth of a teaspoonful of salt. 
Have 
the gem pans hot, and the oven hot, and 
twenty minutes will be long enough to 
bake them. 
There is much difference in opinion as to 
the relative value of white and yellow corn 
meal for family use. 
Years ago two neigh­ 
bors on adjoining farms every fall ex­ 
changed a few bushelB of corn to make into 
meal for home use. 
One grew the white, 
the other yellow corn, and each preferred 
to use the kind grown by the other. 
Gen­ 
erally the yellow corn has more oil than the 
white. 
A small brush that can be bought for live 
cents will be found useful for scrubbing 
potatoes to bake, and to use ia preparing 
other vegetables. 
If a bit of the skin is 
cut off on each end of potatoes that are to 
be baked, they will be dryer and it will 
enable you to see if the potato is good. 
Large potatoes require an honr to bake, and 
must be served the moment they are done. 
A somewhat novel way to trim a table 
scarf is to put three-cornered pieces of silk 
or satin on each end. 
Have these pieces 
half a yard deep at the longest side, in the 
corner embroider a spray of flowers ; where 
the satin or silk end joins the center part 
of the scarf put a row of fancy stitches. 
A dark crimson felt scarf with one end 
light blue, the other of crimson shaded to 
brown, is very handsome. 
Inexpensive but pleasing lavender water 
is made by mixing the following ingred­ 
ients together ; Three ounces of the es­ 
sence of bergamot, six drachms of the 
tincture of musk, one drachm of the oil of 
cloves, four drachms of the English oil of 
lavender, twelve ounces of roBe water, and 
seven and one half pints of alcohol. 
Of 
course a smaller quantity can be made if 
desired, preserving these proportions. 
To cook lima beans in perfection they 
should boil or simmer gently in a covered 
vessel for half an hour, then remove the 
cover, and let the water boil and evaporate 
until but little is left. Then add cream or 
milk with plenty of butter in it for the 
gravy. 
The old-time notion that they 
could not be cooked without pork is not a 
true one, though if one does not dislike the 
flavor, it is economy to cook a small slice 
with say a quart of beans. 
The best ginger cookies I ever tasted, 
says a cook writer, had, in place of the 
usual cup of water, a cup of sweet milk. 
This gave a lightness to the cakes that 
water cannot give. 
The formula for these 
is : Two cups of New Orleans molasses, 
one cup of sugar, one cup of sweet milk, 
half a cup of lard, one teaspoonful each of 
ginger and of soda, and half a teaspoonful 
of salt. 
The lard, instead of being melted, 
should be rubbed with the flour the same 
as for pie-crust. 
The London Lancet calls attention to 
the necessity cf guarding against overwork 
in the education of children, and declares 
“ that no growing child should be kept 
longer than half, or, at most, three-quarters 
of an hour, at one task, or even the same 
description of work. 
This is about as 
long as the attention of young children 
can be steadily directed to one and the 
same subject. 
A teacher who can tlx and 
hold their attention for such a length of 
time may well be satislied. 
To persist in 
his efforts after their attention begins to 
flag has a tendency to weaken the faculty 
rather than to strengthen it.” 
The use of the sunflower as a living stake 
for tomato plants continues to be recom­ 
mended by those who have tried it, espe­ 
cially where fowls are kept—the sunflower 
seeds being excellent feed for them. 
A 
little more room is left between hill and 
hill, as there are two plants to be fed in­ 
stead of one, bat, in a garden, about forty 
inches will do very well, as the tomato- 
plant is kept strictly erect, to the great 
advantage of the circulation and the fruit. 
The side branches are pinched at one leaf 
beyond ti.e iirst bunch of blossoms on 
each, and the top as soon as enough fruit 
is set to be sure of complete maturity. 
Tomatoes, like grapes, must have light and 
warm air to at'.aiu line flavor, and like 
grapes, too, they do best if thinly screened 
from the direct blaze of the sunshine. 
A writer in the New York Evenin'/ Post 
is preparing for winter evenings. He says: 
l’op-coru, with all its associations of a 
good time and innocent 
enjoyment, is 
once more in season, 
and children or 
young people who like to experiment with 
it can try the following recipe for crystal­ 
lizing it : 
I’ut into an iron kettle one 
tablespoonful of butter, three tablespoon­ 
fuls of water, and one cup of white sugar ; 
boil until ready to candy, then throw in 
three quarts of nicely-popped corn'; stir 
vigorously until the sugar is evenly dis­ 
tributed over the corn ; take the kettle 
from the tire and stir until it cools 
little, and in this way you may have each 
kernel separate and all coated with the 
sugar. 
Of course it must have your un­ 
divided attention from the first, to pre­ 
vent scorching. 
Altnonds, Kuglish wal­ 
nuts, or in fact any nuts, are delicious 
prepared in this way. 
A writer in an exchange says upon the 
Bubject of preparing autumn leaves : “ For 
my own part, I prefer those that are 
pressed and dried in books, as they retain 
their beauty and durability longer in that 
w a y ; but as this process takes time, many 
prefer a quicker method. 
Leaves can be 
preserved by pressing aud then dipping 
them in melted wax, or ironing them with 
a waxed iron. 
But the colors are much 
more brilliant when ironed and then well 
varnished, and they will keep their colors 
full as long. 
Gather the leaves and iron 
them the same day, and iron them dry. 
A 
little practice will teach you how hot to 
have your irons. 
You must have a good 
supply of leaveB as you will spoil many. 
For bouquets, bunches of leaves can be 
kept on the tvrigs by careful ironing. 
To 
preserve choice leaves, arrange on cards or 
form into bouquets on heavy paper and 
frame. 
A pretty design is a basket made 
of cones or moss, arranged to look as if 
filled with leaves and ferns. Ferns can also 
be made into lovely designs. 
They must 
be gummed on paper or put into books as 
ironed, or they will curl. 
The secret of 
success in pressing autumn leaves lies in 
ironing them dry and using plenty of var­ 
nish. 
W hite is usually recommended. 
I 
prefer common furniture varnish. 
Leaves 
lor cards, varnish on one side ; for bouquets 
on both sides. 
Give two or three coats of 
varnish. Follow faithfully these directions, 
and you will be astonished at the brilliant 
beauty imparted to the leaves. 
They can 
hardly be distinguished from wax autumn 
leaves.”

The passage uv the Pond law wu* wat 
fust opened the eyes uv the brewers, 
’saloon men and distillers to the dangers 
that threatened em from continooed Ke- 
publikln soopremaoy. That follered by the 
Smith law, closin s’loons on Sunday, made 
em think more, but the iron entered ther 
soles when the Scott law robbed em uv 
two hundred dollars apiece, actilly shuttin 
up twelve s’loons in the county and throwin 
the filters back upon the hands uv the 
brewers which hed furnished em. 
This 
deepened the feelin, which wuz settled 
when a Kepublikin Legislacher actilly sub­ 
mitted amendments calkilated to lessen the 
sale uv lickker, and to compel them sellin 
likker to pay suthin toward the support uv 
the Government.

“ All that be d—d !” ejickilated the 
Cheerman ; “ how do yoo stand on the 
likker question. 
No prevaricashen 1” 
“ I certainly am in favor uv the Scott 
law, and believe that the traffic in likker 
should be regilatid.” 
That settled him. 
The Kepublikin candidate for State Sen­ 
ator was next interrogatid. 
“ Ef electid,” sez he, “ I shall vote the 
distinctive 
principles uv our party. 
I 
agree with yoo, Mr. Cheerman, ez to the 
necessity of perfecting Amerikin industry 
and for a stable currency. 
When it comes 
to the eleckshun of a Senator in place uv 
Pendleton, I s h e l 
” 
“ Bother that nonsense. 
W at do we 
keer for perteckahun or the eleckshun uv 
a Yoonitid States Senator? 
W at we want 
to know is how yoo stand on the all-ab- 
sorbin question uv Beer ?” 
He had to admit that he wuz in favor of 
regalatin the traffic in some way, and that 
settled his hash. 
The next wuz the P.epublikin candidate 
for County Commissioner.

us 
yoor polisy ef 
yoo 
are 
electid.” 
“ Wat I want the ofis for is to see ef it 
isn’t possible to git decant roads through 
this county, and—” 
“ That ain’t what we want to know. 
How do yoo 3tand on the licker ques­ 
tion ?” 
“ Ireely haint got no vews—I never 
thought of it. 
W at I want is good roads 
and decent county bildins.” 
The same questions wuz put to all the 
Rtpublikin candidates, and the ansera wsz 
about the same. 
The Dimekratic candidates wuz more 
reasonable.

The brewers contributid 500 
kegs uv beer each, and the s’loon keepers 
pledged therselves to ksep open bars till 
the goin down nv the sun on Tuesday. 
Tae wholesale dealers in Cincinnati, wich 
BupolifB the kentry, sent barls uv whisky 
with their compliments, wich the s’loona 
yoosed to the best advantage. 
The plan uv our campane wuz very sim­ 
ple, but it worked. 
We set beer flowin ez 
free ez water, and put more whisky on 
tap than wuz ever knowd in this county' 
afore. 
The crisis was imminent, and we 
coodent 
stop 
half-way. 
W e 
yoosed 
every 
agency 
knowed 
to further the 
coz of free beer. 
We sent, anonymously, 
uv course, money to the treasurer of the 
Prohibishn party, to assist them in mak- 
in ther campane, for we knowd that every 
vote they got wuz jist one taken from 
the Republican party and a half a vote 
for free likker. 
We had all the money 
we wantid, for the s’loons, brewers and 
distillers fairly opened their tills, and wat 
votes likker wooden’t buy our money did. 
However, likker wuz wat we dependid 
onto. 
Oue voter with an inflamed nose 
wuz offered money, but he declined it.

powdered carbonate applied. 
The pain is 
instantly relieved, and the injured place 
never Bwells.—[Exchange. 
Dr. J. Murray Gibbes, of New Zealand, 
declares that Eucalyptus globulus, 
the 
blue gum tree, “ contains properties which 
are perfectly antagonists to the germs of 
diphtheria,” and that he has used the plant 
in his practice with such remarkable suc­ 
cess that he feels justified in pronouncing 
it a cure for that disease. 
His treatment 
includes the keeping of the patient away 
from the slightest draught of cold air, in a 
warm room in which the atmosphere is 
j impregnated constantly with steam from a 
boiling infusion of the blue gum leaves. 
The theory that copper exerts a pro­ 
tective influence against cholera is con­ 
firmed by the observation that the disease 
has never appeared at the famous copper 
mines at Fahluu, Sweden, which arc de­ 
scribed as the 
largest and oldest in the 
world. 
It is even related that members 
of the royal family once Bought Fahlun 
as a refuge during a cholera epidemic. 
Mons. Bailey has lately denied the pro­ 
tective action of copper, and has shown 
that copper-workers in a certain locality 
had fallen victims to cholera and typhoid 
fever. 
To this Mons. Burg replies that 
the substance worked by these men was an 
alloy containing only a very minute pro­ 
portion of copper. 
It is to be feared that to most people 
medicine is cot an erudite science or a 
learned art, but is little more than the 
commonplace administration 
of 
physic. 
They cannot understand medicine without 
drugs, and its virtue aud power are popu­ 
larly measured by the violence of its opera­ 
tions. 
Its very name is in ordinary par­ 
lance synonymous with physic. 
Take 
from it pills and potions, and for them you 
take away its whole art and myetery. 
They do not believe in a scheme of treat­ 
ment, however deep laid and skillful, 
which doe3 not include a statutory dosage. 
So that, as a rule, medical men are practi­ 
cally compelled to give their patients a vis­ 
ible object of faith in some form of physic, 
wjiich may be at most designed to effect 
some very subordidate purpose. 
Aud it ia 
remarkable how strongly, even among the 
educated classes, this feeling 
prevails. 
Cure by the administration of mixtures 
and boluses is so fixed and ancient a tradi­ 
tion that it is only very slowly that the 
world will give it up. 
Tne anxiety of the 
friends of the patient wants to do more 
than follow the simple directions of “nurs­ 
ing,” which have been so carefully incul­ 
cated and possess apparently so little rem­ 
edial power. 
Tuere is nothing of the un­ 
known about them in which a fluttering 
hope of great advantage can nestle. 
Thus 
it is necessary to educate the world íb ío a 
belief in medicine apart from drugs, which 
finds its power of curing in adaptations of 
the common condititioas of life and appli­ 
cations of physiological facts—a medicine 
which takes into its hands the whole life, 
and orders and fashions its every detail 
with scientific definiteness. 
It is found in 
every day practice that this popular mis­ 
understanding of the modern spirit of med­ 
icine constantly checks the little tentative 
advances of a more scientific treatment, 
and it is necessary that it should be gener­ 
ally understood how powerfully the vari­ 
ous processes of the economy may be 
affected by the manipulation of the condi­ 
tions of common life. 


AN I N T E R S A U R í a L 
CONGRESS CF ANTI. 
VACCINATORS. 


W ithin sight of tho Bernese Alps, and 
in the capital of Switzerland, the oppo­ 
nents of compulsory vaccination have just 
been assembling from many parts of the 
world. 
The United States of America, 
Belgium, Prussia, Sweden, Norway, Wur- 
temburg, France, Switzerland and Great 
Britain were represented, the latter by 
three old English travelers, one of whom 
has occasionally contributed to the /?«• 
corder from America and elsewhere. 
The 
citizens of Berne were some time before 
apprised of the intended Congress, aud re­ 
porters for the press agencies were all astir 
to note thÍB,thethird, International Congress 
againBt vaccination. 
The first, held in 
Paris in 1881, had the effect of causing the 
withdrawal of a French bill providing for 
re-vaccination every ten years. 
The sec­ 
ond was held at Cologne in 18S2. 
This 
year, in the Grand Couneil-hall at Berne, 
Dr. 
Baens, of Belgium, the President, 
showed how little is known of the results 
of the system which has not only failed in 
its object, but has caused much suffering 
and disease. 
The Presidential address was 
ordered to 
be printed 
and circulated 
throughout the civilized world. 
Professor 
Adolph Vogt (last year’s President), who 
was the leader of the successful fight 
against compulsion in Switzerland (the 
people having abrogated the law), said that 
since the Congress in 1881 the vaocinists 
had avoided discussion, maintaining a dis­ 
creet and significant silence, in a well- 
founded belief that had they responded to 
the several invitations of the Congress the 
present struggle would have been short­ 
ened. 
The proceedings of 
the ptesent 
Congress lasted four days. 
Fifty letters 
from anti-vaccinists in foreign countries 
were read, ¡Deluding four English members 
of Parliament, Professor Newman and some 
medical men of eminence. 
Tnat from P. 
A. Taylor, member of Parliament (the 
President of the London Society), was re­ 
ceived with loud cheers. 
It closed thus : 
The defense of vaccination is now before 
the world ; the speeches on both sideB are 
disseminated broadcast, and the intelli­ 
gence of the world has at last the means 
of judging between, on the one Bide tradi­ 
tional twaddle and manipulated statistics, 
aud on the other the teachings of science 
illustrated 
by the statistics of history. 
One grand struggle more, and down comes 
the delusion of vaccination and the infamy 
of compulsion!" 
The President of the 
Swiss Republic haB received a deputation 
from the Congress, and the inhabitants of 
the city which was the first to set aside an 
admittedly dangerous law accorded the 
warmest welcome to the representatives of 
nationalities aiming to follow their exam­ 
ple.—[The Watchman.

around it in the manner prescribed by sor­ 
cerers for keeping away evil spirits. Around 
this stick the members of the family in­ 
dulge in nightly incantations, walking 
around and around the pile of stones and 
the stick. 
Fires are also burned to ward 
off the witches. 
Other families in the 
neighborhood are impregnated with the 
same ideas and superstitions that are wor­ 
thy only of the dark ages or the untutored 
denizens of barbarous ccuutries. 
It seems 
surprising that anybody can be found to 
believe such things in this year of our era, 
1883, but such there are, and in this coun- 
j try, too.—[Fond du Lac Commonwealth.

OP THE SOUTH. 


The Tim*$• Democrat of New Orleans, of 
the 20fch instant, presents a complete re­ 
view of the condition of the South, occupy­ 
ing fifty-three long columns of solid mat­ 
ter. 
The enterprise is highly creditable, 
and the manner of compilation novel, as it 
is in the form of interviews with the Gov­ 
ernors of Virginia, the Carolinas, Georgia, 
Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, Texas, 
Kentucky, Tennessee and Arkansas. These 
ei in te rv ie w sp re sen t a very complete 
statistical exhibit of the industrial railroad 
production and financial income of the 
States, coupled with some deeply interest­ 
ing comments by the Chief Magistrates as 
to the social and political characteristics of 
these States, and the needs and possibili­ 
ties of the South, its invitations and its 
drawbacks. We regret that it is impossible 
to present at this time any adequate com­ 
pilation of the review, on account of its 
magnitude, but we shall take early occa­ 
sion to sketch some of the chief points of 
interest regarding representative States, 
for the whole country is interested in the 
new birth of tin South, and is watching 
the efforts being made to awaken indus­ 
trial and productive and other activity 
there with solicitous concern. 
We may, 
however, at this time, make a few genera; 
references to the review referred to that 
will prove of value. 
For instance, the 
Times-Democrat's review gives this com­ 
parative resnlt of the assessment increase 
in the twelve Skates between the years

SOME FURTHER CONSIDERATION OF THE 


CIVIL 
RIGHTS 
BILL. 


As the debate on the defunct civil 
rights bill continues, more and more of 
light is shed upon its history. 
It appears 
that it never was enforced. 
That it did 
not, in fact, secure to the negro civil rights 
but aimed at the guarantee of social rights 
a thing with which, obviously, government 
cannot meddle. 
The measure under which 
the negro was secured in his civil rights, 
besides the constitutional amendments, was 
passed ten years prior to the “ Social ” 
Rights Act, has had full force and effect 
and has never been assailed. 
The other 
day we pointed out that Kansas had a 
civil rights bill some years before Con­ 
gress attempted to legislate on the subject 
at all. 
It now develops that other States 
have similar bills upon their statute books, 
notably Pennsylvania, which passed one as 
far back as 1S6S. 
The New York Tribune 
suggests, with some caustic wit in the 
hint, that it is a good time for Ohio to 
enact a similar law, now that the Democ­ 
racy goes into power, and C3n thus prove 
the faith that in it was when it made such 
fair promises to secure the colored vote for 
Hoadly. 
Attention is still being called to 
the fact we have already alluded to, that 
the colored man’s rights are secured to him 
under the general laws of the country, and 
do not need the adventitious aid of special 
legislation. 
This was demonstrated in the 
Louisiana case, where a negro citizen sued 
a river captain for refusing to carry him on 
his passenger boat from Vicksburg to New 
Orleans. 
The plaintiff based his action on 
a 
law 
of Louisiana 
prohibiting any 
passenger-carrier 
from 
discriminating 
between 
passengers 
on 
account 
of 
race or color. 
The 
Supreme 
Crurt 
of the United States then held that 
the Act interfered with interstate com­ 
merce, and therefore the law was void : 
/ 
’ 
but the Court clearly gave it to be under­ 
stood that in that case there was no neces­ 
sity for the local law, and that the right 
of the passenger to travel on the boat did 
not need local legislation for its guarantee. 
It is noticed in this regard that the colored 
citizens are differing widely in their esti­ 
mates of the effect of the recent decision. 
An intelligent colored man at the recent 
meeting in San Francisco concluded that 
all the rights he enjoyed were secured to 
him by other laws than that known a3 the 
Civil Rights Act, and therefore he saw no 
reason to regret its death. 
So, too, a col­ 
ored minister in Richmond told his hsarers 
to take no alarm, as the law had no signifi­ 
cance above the guarantees of the Four­ 
teenth Amendment, which nothing Bhort 
of the action of the States of the Union ac­ 
cording to the processes of repeal could af­ 
fect. 
One of the colored Bishops of the 
Denver Conference thought the decision 
had trampled on the rights of the colored 
man, but he did not venture to enter upon 
au analysis of the rights thus made a door 
mat. 
Had he done so, he would have 
been much surprised when he found him­ 
self unable to name a single privilege or 
immunity which he enjoyed under law be­ 
fore the decision that he does not still en­ 
joy. 
His exclamation was a bit of indig­ 
nant eloquence, backed by his lack of 
knowledge of the law, and, therefore, un­ 
der the circumstances pardonable. Rev. 
Mr. Laws, a Washington colored minister, 
on the contrary, says to his people “ the 
law was a dead letter. 
It never had any 
vitality. 
It afforded us no protection. 
The rights we have under the Constitution 
and the laws are all that we need ask for.” 


THE 
CALIFORNIA 
STREAMS 
AND 
THE 
APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The W ar Department Engineers have 
made an estimate of the sum that can be 
advantageously expended on river arxbhar- 
bor improvements for the next two years, 
and the aggregate of the appropriations to 
be asked for is $35,000,000. 
It is probable 
that half that amount would be sufficient 
for all the work actually needed to be 
done. 
The trouble will be, as it always 
has been, that so soon as a really needed 
sum is asked for, there will pop up from 
every tail race and perch creek in the coun­ 
try a Congressman anxious to propitiate 
the local gods aud demand that his partic­ 
ular section have a slice of the plunder 
for the great work of improving the 
navigation in the harbor of Thingamy, or 
for opening up to commerce the important 
stream known as Pinhook. 
And, what is 
worse, these men will succeed in so quickly 
riding the appropriation bill to death with 
these amendments that the whole country 
rejoices in its taking on. 
Thus the really 
meritorious claims suffer along with the 
fraudulent ones, and so needed improve­ 
ments are not made at all. 
Tnat has been 
the trouble regarding the California rivers 
all this time. 
Not only has the Govern­ 
ment acquiesced in their partial destruc­ 
tion by hydraulic mining, but it has re­ 
fused to rectify the damage by any ade­ 
quate treatment. 
There are reaches of the 
Sacramento that need to be straightened ; 
others that should be dredged out ; others 
where restraining works are a necessity to 
prevent the stream from cutting channels 
that would be damaging to its navigation ; 
generally it should have more attention, 
and thatiinmediately, than the mere pulling 
of snags from its bed annually. 


TO 
MAKE 
M URDER 
INFAMOUS. 


It is noticeable, and it is gratifying that 
it is so, that the American press is bestow­ 
ing less attention upon the taking off of 
murderers now days. 
The romance of the 
scaffeld is being clipped, and cutthroats 
are not afforded the opportunities they 
once enjoyed to make their death in the 
grip of the rope appear as a sort of mar­ 
tyrdom. 
The press of the country should 
come to an agreement that hereafter the 
only benefit of type that murderers shall 
have will be the simple record that “ A or 
B, a convicted mnrderer, was hanged yes­ 
terday according to the sentence pro­ 
nounced upon him for bis crime.” This 
system would actually be a deterrent, for it 
is certain that men have approached the 
gallows simply for the opportunity to poie 
before the public, that is to say, they have 
committed crimes that hinged the trap, 
because the gallows tree has been shorn of 


much of its terror on account of the sensa­ 
tional reports and dramatic recitals of the 
death of criminals upon the cross beam. 
Another thing our plan would embrace 
also, would be the elimination from news­ 
paper reports of all mention of the sickly 
sentimentalists who fawn upon condemned 
murderers, and strew their pathway to 
perdition with 
flowers 
and 
the 
con­ 
solations 
of 
sympathy. 
Of 
such 
are 
those 
who 
were 
shocked 
the 
other day, because Governor Cleveland 
of 
New 
York 
refused 
to 
commute 
the sentence of Edward Hovey, a young 
ruffian who shot down a man in cold blood. 
He had commanded his wife to bathe his 
feet while she was engaged in soothing the 
last moments of their dying child. 
At this 
his sister-in-law, who was a feeble woman, 
remonstrated with him and he deliberately 
shot her down. 
This ruffian, for whom 
hanging was all too good, was full of 
bravado until convicted. 
Then he became 
contrite, and a score of limp intellects at 
once came to console him aud shower 
flowers upon him and mourn over his 
young life, so soon to be cut short. Hovey 
played the game up to the instant when 
the Governor’s decision was communicated 
to him. 
Then the demon in him mani­ 
fested itself and he tore about his cell and 
shocked his sad-eyed sympathizers with 
oaths while as he denounced the Governor 
as a brate. 
If Governor Cleveland had any 
doubt up to that time in refusing the ap­ 
peal of the condemned, the action of Hovey 
must have dissipated it. 
W hat is needed 
to make murder mors infamous, is speedy 
trial, swift conviction, stiff hacked Govern­ 
ors, certain 
punishment and 
deathly 
silence as to the scenes of the hanging. 


A 
NEW 
DEPARTURE. 


Recently in the city of Boston two 
stenographers were observed jotting down 
the words of the actors in the play of 
“ Young Mrs. W inthrop,” as represented 
at the Bark Theater. 
The charge was laid 
against them that they were stealing the 
text of the play. 
Tins raises some new 
and nice legal points. 
Tne right of the 
author to the product of his brain mast be 
maintained. 
The dramatic author, of all 
others, is most exposed to the depredations 
of literary larceniets. 
His play may be so 
contorted aud changed, as to save the thief 
from the penalty of the law, and still the 
thought, the theme, the essence of the pro­ 
duction be stolen 
and 
presented for 
another's profit. 
Now, to boldly take the 
text and reproduce it, is questionably the 
taking of property, and is larceny. 
But 
suppose one takes notes of a play for mem­ 
ory’s sake, to augment the pleasures of 
retrospection, for the purposes of criticism, 
or what not, has there been auy crime com­ 
mitted I 
Can it be said, indeed, that the 
mere taking down of the text is to bo 
deemed a criminal act ? 
Would the im­ 
mediate destruction of the notes by the 
writer relieve him from the charge ? If so, 
it is evident that there was no crime com­ 
mitted in the first instance. 
Must not the 
act of production or of publication be at­ 
tempted before the crime attaches ? 
Sup­ 
pose the case of one bo gifted as to be 
able to carry away the entira text of a 
drama in 
memory. 
Has that person 
stolen the product of the author’s brain ? 
Unquestionably not. 
Then, let us suppose 
that, as an aid to memory, he jots down 
now and then a note, has he yet committed 
a crime? In short, how much of note- 
taking must there be to constitute the of­ 
fense? Can the intent be predetermined 
by the fact that one is taking notes in­ 
telligible only to himself ? 
We think 
not. 


M ;i. 
KNOX'S 
BUGGiSlTOH. 


The suggestion of Mr. lvnox, Comptrol­ 
ler of the United States Treasury, made at 
the Bankers’ Convention at Louisville the 
other day, has the freshness of novelty, 
and it does not appear why the idea might 
not be carried out aud a very troublesome 
question thus disposed of effectually. 
His 
plan ip, that in view of the withdrawal of 
United States bonds that are now deposited 
as security for their issue by the national 
banks—English consols, French aud other 
notes, and foreign securities 
which are 
perfectly good, but will never he called in, 
be substituted for the securities of the 
banks which are to be affected by the new 
call. 
All the class of foreign bonds re­ 
ferred to are constantly in demand in the 
market, are not seriously affected by Eu­ 
ropean complications, and would constitute 
for our Government just as good a guaran­ 
tee aa is needed. Mr. Knox pointed out one 
very important matter in connection with 
his suggestion that should be borne in m ini 
—to substitute foreign bonds, removes from 
political field a very perplexing matter, and 
takes out of the realm of legislation a sub­ 
ject constantly being tinkered by ignor­ 
ance and incompetency, and that keeps the 
country in more or less of confusion at all 
times, between the debates of the press 
and the blundering of Congress. 


THE 
C RuP 
REPORT8 


The Agricultural Bureau of the Govern­ 
ment has made public its crop report for 
October. 
The sheets disclose a very satis­ 
factory state of facts. 
The statisticians of 
tne bureau find that the reports of the 
thrashings received from the various States 
justify the placing of the average wheat 
yield at about 11.3 bushels. The aggregate 
is fixed upon at over 
400,000,000 of 
bushels, with a possibility of 420,000,000 
bushels being reached. 
Of corn we shall 
have in the neighborhood of 1,600,000.000 
bushels. 
This is not so large by 100,000,­ 
000 as the largest crop ever grown. 
But 
the corn is of a lower grade than that of 
last year. As to oats, wepiave a larger yield 
that the bureau has ever before noted, to 
wit, 500,000,000 bushels. 
Of barley there 
will be quite near to 50,000,000 bushels—a 
yield unprecedented. The cotton crop is es­ 
timated at 6,000,000 bales. The potato crop 
is reported of good condition, and larger 
in the bushels yielded than at any time in 
eight years. 
Thus it is certain that we 
shall have for market a large stock of food 
supplies, but the quality is not superior, on 
the whole, to the yield of most years.

THE 
EVASION 
OP 
THE 
CHINESE 
RE. 
STRICTIOS 
ACT. 


Two very important cases, involving the 
validity of certificates issued to Chinese at 
Canton authorizing the 
landing in the 
United States of persons claiming to be 
“ merchants,” were 
before the United 
States District Court in San Francisco on 
the 29:h instant on writs of habeas corpus. 
The first case was of a Chinese boy with 
a Canton certificate. 
Testimony was given 
by a Chinese official as to the genuineness 
of the certificate made at Canton. 
The 
matter of admitting proof of the official 
character of the certificate was discussed 
at length. 
Finally Judge Hoffman admit­ 
ted it for what it was worth, saying he 
cooid not subpena the Emperor of China to 
prove its validity. 
The attorney for petitioner claimed that 
a merchant is any one who buys and sells 
goods for profit. 
Judge Hoffman said that would admit 
every peanut peddler. 
The petitioner testified that he is 17 
years old. 
Came from CaDton. 
Was in a 
commission house there. 
Is going to Port­ 
land to a cigar-manufacturing firm com 
posed of his father and uncle. Mother is in 
China, father in Portland. 
Is to have his 
father's share in the busineee. 
Is to go to 
school, learn a trade and boss the business 
at Portland. 
Going there to do business, 
n it for manual labor. 
L d Cnin testified that the boy is his 
nephew. 
Knew him six years ago in Can­ 
ton. 
The boy’s father’s firm buys and Bells 
and makes cigars in Portland. 
Judge Hoffman said: “ It ¡3 a very hard 
case, and I would help the boy if 1 could. 
If I was to open the door that any China­ 
man could come here to learn a trade to 
become a merchant, hereafter any Cnina- 
man could come here under the same cir­ 
cumstances. 
You invoke the general ar­ 
gument that Congress did not intend to 
break up families. 
If that obtains, where 
am I to draw the lines of relationship ? 
Obviously the boy comes here to go into 
his father’s business and learn the trade. I 
don’t think the law should be rigorously 
enforced in such cases, but I cannot help 
it in this case. 
Congress uses the word 
‘merchant,’ not ‘manufacturer.’ If every, 
body who buys and sells a few giods is to 
be classed as a merchant, there will be no 
end cf Chinese merchants applying to the 
Court to land. 
A person who peddles 
matches about the streets is net to be 
classed as a merchant. 
Congress intended 
the word 1 merchant ’ to be construed com­ 
mercially and popularly. 
All that was to 
lie done to open the door of immigration 
would be to give a email share in business 
on the co-operation principle. 
I cannot 
release this man unless I establish a prin­ 
ciple which breaks down the bars to 
Cbineseimmigration. 
The petitioner is re­ 
manded.” 
The second case was of a petitioner who 
comes to San Francisco to manage a mer­ 
cantile businee8 for an existing firm. Cnun 
Tie /ten testified that petitioner was his 
nephew. 
Knew him in Canton. 
Witness 
sent for the youth. 
Wants him to go to 
school and then to take charge of books. 
Witness has a $2,000 interest in a clothing 
and cigar factory in Sacramento street. 
The boy has no interest now, but witness’ 
interest is to go to the boy. 
The boy has 
never been in business. 
He is to take 
charge of the business. 
Judge Hoffman said : “ These cases are 
exceedingly embarrassing, apd I am not 
quite certain that I have been right in dis­ 
posing of the first case the way I did. Are 
these men laborers or merchants ? 
1 don’t 
know if a boy of 17 can be said to be any­ 
thing. 
If he is anything he is probably a 
merchant. 
He is certainly not a laborer 
in the general sense, but so far as appears 
he is to go into an old established mercan­ 
tile firm. 
Of course, the statement that he 
is to take charge is absurd : but he is to go 
in there and do some duty connected with 
the business. 
I suppose that shows him to 
be as much a merchant as he is anything. 
It don’t show him to be a laborer. In point 
of fact he is neither one nor the other, 
but I would recommend you to bring 
the case before the Circuit Court. 
In a 
cass where a person, say when 15, 16 or 17 
years of age, is sent for by his father, 
where he cannot be a laborer or a merchant 
either, there is no provision for him in the 
Act, and perhaps your suggestions may 
have some force where he appears to be a 
member of a resident family that he ought 
to be allowed to come, because he is not a 
laborer as yet, though he may not be a 
merchant either. 
The very exhibition of 
the petitioner on the stand would show that 
he could not be a skilled laborer, and that 
he is too young to do anything. Certainly 
it is not to be supposed that he is going to 
take charge of a firm and direct it. 
It 
struck me in the other ease that where the 
business was carried on, or to be carried 
on at I’ortland for the manufacturing of 
cigars, that it was another mode of import­ 
ing a person here to make cigars, and that is 
the reason I decided that case adversely, 
but still it is open to the objection that a 
boy of 17 can hardly be pionounced to 
be a laborer or a merchant. 
The Act has 
not provided what shall be done with 
the wives of persons resident here, or their 
families. 
If I admit the same may I not 
be called up to admit the nephews, aud if 
the nephews, the cousins. 
I will consider 
this case, and decide in a few days. 
My 
impression is, that so far as we can fix any 
status upon this boy, it is as a merchant, 
because he is going into a mercantile firm. 
Of couise he will have to labor and do some 
work in the firm, because the Cnineae area 
laborious people. 
About this relationship, 
if it exists, tne parents or relatives of the 
boy desire to introduce him, or bring him 
up to their own business. 
Tne objection 
to it is, that anybody may be proved to be 
a son or nephew of anybody else, and the 
Government has no mode ol defenso against 
them. 
Perhaps the Circuit Judge may 
think, aDd I may agree with him, that the 
Act don’t apply to persons of immature 
age. 
In the first case, I think that the 
father intended to get another workman in 
his factory, and that the law does not per­ 
mit. 
Certainly, I cannot say that a cigar 
manufacturer is a merchant any more than 
a watchmaker.”

STOP THE FIGHT. 
A Cool Swindle—An Audience out of Pocket 
—Triumphant Police. 
For some time preceding yesterday there 
was advertised a glove fight between Mike 
Brennan, of New York, and Dan Carrigan, 
alias Welsh, alleged to be of Chicago, to take 
place at the Metropolitan Theater, in this 
city, last night. It was understood that the 
men were in earnest, and that §100 had been 
put up by each. It was also understood that 
a local celebrity was the money manager, bo 
f >r as tbe “ house,” its receipts and expendí 
t ires were concerned. He was represented 
by a man by tbe name of Jack Sullivan. A 
young man by the name of Cavanaugh su.-- 
rained si me relationship to the management. 
It was distinctly announced by the city press 
some days ago that the Police Oommisnioners 
and the Chief bad decided that no hard-glove 
fight should take place. Whoever opened 
the house, and took the people’s money, knew 
this. Tbesame authority knew that the articles 
signed by the two men called for hard gloves. 
Several days ago Captain Woods called upoa 
Cavanaugh and warned him that a hard- 
glove fight would not be permitted. 
Cava­ 
naugh produced a pair of large soft gloves, 
aud informed the Captain that they would 
be used. 
L*st night a large audience assembled at 
the Metropolitan Theater, and soon tided 
that building with the fumes of cheap 
c garB, in the midst of wnich a few 
genuine cigars that were burned stood no 
show. The gallery was packed, and the 
dress-circle aud orchestra well filled. There 
were present all kinds and condition of men, 
and a solitary women. The State Capitol 
was quite fully represented ; even the dignity 
of the law department gave the light of its 
countenance to the entertainment. The entire 
city press, of course, was wed represented, 
“ brass ” dollars enabling that ever-present 
section of the body politic to occupy front 
ssat3If the public entertain any doubt about 
this city having an efficient police force, it 
was disabused last night, for the stage wings, 
the aisles and the corridors were scintillated 
with stars, regular and special. Owing to 
the double-headed authority over that 
department of 
the 
city government, 
double details were ordered to be pres­ 
ent, and so it happened that eight of 
the regular force out of the twelve, with 
a small regiment of specials, Were on hand 
to see a slogging match carried out according 
to law, while a city of 20.000 people was left 
to the tender mercieB and considerate sympa­ 
thies of the gentry that, prey upon honest 
people ami unprotected householders. It is 
fair to say that a majority of the Police Oom- 
misíionera were not present. 
As the hour struck S the §350 audience 
grew impatient, and exercised the Americau 
privilege of calling for the “ rag ” to be 
" Listed,” whi.e tough citizens sprinkled 
throughout the beuse garnished the vox populi 
with the choice idioms and pungent adjec­ 
tives of gutters and dives. 1 hereupon an in­ 
dividual came to the footlights and attempted 
to quiet the assemblage, and requested it to 
quit smoking. So far a3 his contused utter­ 
ances could be understood he counseled the 
audience not to make a collective fool of it 
self, entirely forgetting that there was no 
law iu this State against peopole being 
“ cussed ” fools — a fact which every 
person in the audience fully realized 
before the performance was over, and all, ex­ 
cept ¿he ins u who maintain the dignity of the 
free iist, including the reporters, can this 
morning measure by the absence of silver 
dollars—gone, they know not where. 
The curtain was finally ruug up. Harry 
Maynard, of Sin Francisco, appeared as 
master cf ceremonies. It is to be said of Mr. 
Maynard here that his conduct of the entire 
evening was creditable to himself, and really 
gave the affair a shadow of honesty. Mr. 
Maynard is an ex-pugilist, but he demon­ 
strated last night that he knows what is and 
favors fair dealing. 
Two youngsters, Ilamssy end Riorilan, 
came over the ropes at S;30 with piilow-iike 
gloves tied to their wrists, and punched each 
other’s heads in a feeble-forcible way for 
twelve uninteresting minutes. Two men, 
Norton and 
Rice, then sparred three 
rounds with considerable skill, Norton 
being the best man aud exceedingly 
coltish, dancing about the stage like water 
ou a hot griddle. The manner in w.iich this 
couple slapped each other with the “ stutfed 
pillows,” and puffed and bio wed and 
“ cavorted ” on the stage was highly edify­ 
ing, and must he remembered by the auditors 
an an exceedingly interestiugand beneficial ex­ 
hibition, and which it is to be regretted all 
the Sunday-school scholars in the city did not 
witness, on the principle that one good dess 
of forbidden fruit often cuiea. 
M any Maynard, ex-light weight champion, 
now ca.ne forward and made a speech. He 
said the art of self-defense was a glorions 
thing. B jxing and rowing have no equals as 
exetcise. Every boy ought to be taugdt how­ 
to handle his fists, rather than the knife and 
pistol. The audience thoroughly approved 
this sentiment, aud applauded it to the echo. 
The curtain then went down for a ten-minute 
intermission, and the audience turned to reBt 
on its elbows on the backs of the seats, 
which occasioned D. J. Simmons to propel 
himself to the front and inform all hands 
that there was “ pieuty of time to go out.” 
The majority uudeistood this to mean that a 
“ man outside wanted to see them,” and im­ 
mediately retired. Strict adherence to the 
truth of history demands that it should be 
recorded that the members of the press re­ 
mained with the minority. 
When tbe curtain again went up, who 
should spring into the ring but Harry May­ 
nard and a young colored man by the name 
of Slaughter, and they forthwith began to 
feel fir each other with the stuffed pillows, 
and the Beenes that followed were indescribably 
ludicrous. 
Maynard is an accomplished 
boxer, and the best dodger in the country. 
Slaughter is a young giant, twice the Bize of 
Maynard, but wholly unskilled. He sawed 
ths air and beat vacancy with his arms in a 
vain endeavor to give Maynard’s nose an 
extra tilt, while the agile champion punched 
him at pleasure, and finally " knocked him 
silly,” and sent a red stream coursing from 
his nostrils. Slaughter got enough early, aud 
all endeavors to hring him into the ring again 
proved futile. Whereupon John McFetrish 
walked to the footlights and announced that 
sudden illness of Mr. Slaughter prevented bis 
re ippearance. 
Brennan and Carrigan, for whom the audi­ 
tors all this time had beeu waiting, now ap­ 
peared. 
Brennar, a thin, wiry, agile chap, 
appeared to be extremely anxious for a fight, 
and trained down to a weight of 138 pounds. 
If his breeches and stockings had been a 
few inches shorter he would have beea in the 
state of nature in which he made his debut 
on earth. Carrigan weighs 165 pounds, and 
appeared less anxious to be pummeled. 
Patsy Hogan, of San Francisco, was chosen 
referee. 
Chief Karcher, flanked by officers, backed 
by City Attorney Anderson, appeared in the 
wings. The Chief demanded the gloves to 
be produced. When tbey were brought out 
they proved to be hard gloves, with which a 
genuine 
fight 
could 
be 
easily 
car­ 
ried on, and a 
man’s face broken 
up in no time. Then ensued a scene 
of coi fusion, the pugilisms’ seconds, backers, 
bottle-holders and haugers-oncrowdtd around 
the Chief. When Brenn .d was seen dancing 
about the stage rel with anger, and Pats:y 
Braunigan was observed to stamp his feel 
with rage, people knew what the decision 
was. Maynard came forward and announced 
that the Chief had refused to let the light go 
on, that the law must he obeyed, and there 
wss no help for it. For five minutes the 
building reverberated with yetis, shouts and 
suggestions from ail quarters of the auditori­ 
um.Chief Karcher was called nut and said to 
the people that the articles of the agrrement 
for the fight called for bard gloves. He had 
examined the gloves, and a tight with them 
could not and should not take place. Be­ 
tween a few feeble sbonts _ of approval 
and a storm of hisses and disapprobation, 
the Chief retired. An aproar followed that 
beggars description. 
Nine-tenths of the 
audience were perfectly willing to have the 
fight go on even without glives, but finally ihe 
people united in a call for soft gloves, Bren­ 


n a n was willing to spar tor the gate money, 
hut Carrigan retired and was seen no more. 
Cries for Hogan brought tbe refeiee to the 
front, who said, “ The fight was off, and that 
the stakes must be drawn, as the police would 
n t let it go on, and that bets must follow the 
stakes.” It was a strange ease, he thought ; 
one man was ready to use soft gloves or 
h r! ; the other ins!sted on hard gloves 
alone. He advised that the net receipts be 
boxed for by tbe two men with soft gloves in 
four rounds, which would give the people the 
worth of their money. He hardly thought 
the two men intended to deceive the people; 
on the contrary, he believed they wanted to 
fight badly. His suggestions were received 
with wild cheers, but all efforts to get Car- 
rizan on the stage again failed. Maynard 
made another speech. Tom Norton spoke, and 
finally Brennan addressed the crowd, taunt­ 
ing Carrigan and daring him to come out in 
any shape and have it out. Presently Hogan 
returned and quieted the disgusted audience 


j for a moment by Baying that Maynard and 
Cottle were willing to box for the net re­ 
ceipts ; that he had begged Carrigan to come 
out, but his efforts were fruitless. Then Nor­ 
ton came to the front and said that he and 
Brennan would box for the amusement of the 
people, and after more confusion aod cursing 
right and left, Norton stripped and tackled 
Brennan for two lively rounds with soft 
gloves, Norton standing np well and Bren­ 
nan proving to be a lightning striker. Then 
two young men, Nolan and Cottle, boxed for 
ten minutes in a scrambling sort of way. but 
with a good deal of vigor, and that closed the 
performance. 
During the confusion recited a young mac 
by the name of Jack Sullivan mounted the 
stage ; said be did not want to see anybody 
robbed; in resporse to the cries “Have the door 
n ouey relumed,” said be had nothing to cío 
with the affair; that he had been sent by M-. 
Rhoads to manage the box office and take 
care of the money, and that he would return 
every dollar if he conld, or would leave it 
where pe< pie could draw it to-day. or would 
do anything he could to give it back. Many 
cried out, “ Giveit to Brennan.” Aftersome 
more talk, and a little spat between Hogan, 
the referee ai d Sullivan, the latter retired 
and was seen no more.

rade of the troops of the Fourth Brigade at 
/ mory Hail, in Sacramento, tendered to 
Major-General W aiter Turnbull, Division 
Commander of X. G. C., on Wednesday 
evecin/, November 7-h, commencing at 8:30 
o’clock. All of the First Artillery Regiment. 
Fourth Brigade, N. G. C., located at Sacra­ 
mento city, and Company F, of W oodland, 
will report t o the Assistant Adjutant-General 
at the time ana place named for brigade for­ 
m ition, in full uniform, armed and equipped. 
The sUtf of the brigade commander will re­ 
port at brigade headquarters at the time 
named, in fu ll dress uniform, anil with side 
arms.

young man by the name of Cavanaugh sus­ 
tained s me relationship to the management. 
It was distinctly announced by the city press 
some days ago that the Police Commissioners 
and the Chief bad decided that no hard-glove 
fight Bhould take place. 
Whoever opened 
the house, and took the people’s money, knew 
this. Tóeseme authority knew that the articles 
signed by the two men called for hard gloves. 
Several days ago Captain Woods called upon 
Cavanaugh and warned him that a hard- 
glove fight would not be permitted. 
Cava­ 
naugh produced a pair of large soft gloves, 
and informed the Captain that they would 
be UBed.

L *st night a large audience assembled at 
the Metropolitan Theater, and soon filled 
th at building with the fumes of cheap 
cgars, 
in 
the midst of 
wnich a few 
genuine cigars that were burned stood no 
show. 
The gallery was packed, and the 
dress-circle and orchestra well filled.

were present all kinds and condition of men, 
and a solitary women. 
The State Capitol 
was quite fully represented ; even the dignity 
of the law department gave the light of its 
countenance to the entertainment. The entire 
city press, of course, was well represented,

on a hot griddle. 
The manner in which this 
couple slapped each other with the “ stuffed 
pillows,” 
and 
puffed 
and 
blowed 
and 
“ cavorted ” on the stage was highly edify­ 
ing, and must be remembered by the auditors 
as an exceedingly interesting and beneficial ex­ 
hibition, and which it is to be regretted all 
the Sunday-school scholars in the city did not 
witi e-H. on the principle that one good dose 
of forbidden fruit often cuies. 
H o n y Maynard, ex-light weight champion, 
now came forward and made a speech. 
He 
said the art of self-defense was a glorions 
thing. 
Bixing and rowing have no equals as 
exetcise. 
Every boy ought to be taugut how­ 
to handle his fists, rather than the knife and 
pistol. 
The audience thoroughly approved 
this sentiment, and applauded it to the echo. 
The curtain then went down for a ten-minute 
intermission, and the audience turned to rest 
on its elbows on the backs of the eeata, 
which occasioned D. J . Simmons to propel 
himself to the front and inform ail bands 
th at there was “ plenty of time to go out.” 
The majority understood this to mean that a 
“ man outside wanted to see them ,” and im­ 
mediately retired.

The Chief demanded the gloves to 
be produced. 
When they were brought out 
they proved to be hard gloves, with which a

no time. 
Then 
ensued a scene 
of cm fusion, the pugilis s’ seconds, backers, 
bottle-holders and hangers-on crowded around 
the Chief. 
When Brenn.D was seen dancing 
about t he stage red with anger, aud Pats.-y 
Brannigan was observed to stamp his feet 
with rage, people knew what the decision 
was. 
M aynard came forward and announced 
that the Chief had reiused to let the tk-ht go 
on, that the law m ast be obeyed, and there 
w*s no help for it. 
For five minutes the 
building reverberated with yells, shouts and 
suggestions from ail quarters of the auditori­ 
um. 
Chief Karcher was called out and said to 
the people that the articles of the agreement 
for the tight called for bard gloves. 
He had 
examined the gloves, and a tight with them 
could not and Bhould not take place. 
Be­ 
tween 
a few feeble Bbonts _ of approval 
and a storm of hisse3 and disapprobation, 
the Chief retired. 
An uproar followed that 
beggars 
description. 
Nine-tenths of the 
audience were perfectly willirg to have the 
fight go on even without gloves, but finally the 
people united in a call for soft gloves. 
Bren­ 
nan was willing to spar tor the cate money, 
hut Carrigan retired and was seen no more. 
Cries for Hogan brought the refeiee to the 
front, who said, “ Tbe tight was off, and that 
the stakes must be drawn, as the police would 
n t let it go on, and that bets mnst follow the 
stakes.” I t was a strangi case, he thought ; 
one man was ready to use soft gloves or 
h r i ; the other ins:sted on hard gloves 
alone. 
He advised that the net receipts be 
boxed for by tbe two men with soft gloves in 
four rounds, which would give the people the 
worth of their money. 
He hardly thought 
the two men intended to deceive the people; 
on the contrary, he telieved they wanted to 
fight badly. 
His suggestions were received 
with wild cheers, but all efforts to get Car­ 
rigan on the stage again failed. 
M aynard 
made another speech. Tom Norton spoke, and 
finally Brennan addressed the crowd, taunt­ 
ing Carrigan and daring him to come out in 
any shape and have it out. Presently Hogan 
returned and quieted the disgusted audience 


for a moment by saying that Maynard and 
Cottle were willing to box for the net re­ 
ceipts ; that he had begged Carrigan to come 
out, but bis efforts were fruitless. Then Nor­ 
ton came to the front and said that he and 
Brennan would box fur the amusement of tbe 
people, and after more confnsion and cursing 
right and left, Norton stripped and tackled 
Brennan for two lively rounds with soft 
gloves, Norton standing np well and Bren­ 
nan proving to be a lightoing striker. 
Then 
two young men, Nolan and Cottle, boxed for 
ten minutes in a scrambling sort of way, but 
with a good deal of vigor, and that closed the 
performance. 
During the confusion recited a young man 
by the name of Jack Sullivan mounted the 
stage ; said he did not want to see anybody 
robbed; in resporse to the cries “ Have thedoor 
u oaey returned,” said be had nothing to do 
with the a ffa ir; that fie had been sent by M-. 
Rhoads to manage the box office and take 
care of tbe money, and that he would return 
every dollar if he could, or would leave it 
where people could draw it to-day, or would 
do anything he could to give it back.

S. D. Pratt, of Penn Yan, N. Y., writes 
the Farmers’ Club of the American Insti­ 
tute, concerning the care of fruit trees, as 
follows : “ Remembering Professor Liebig’s 
theory that when a vegetable is burned the 
part which came from the air in the pro­ 
cess of its growth retarnB to the atmos­ 
phere, and the part which came from the 
ground is reduced to ashes, I came to the 
conclusion that ashes would be beneficial 
when applied to the roots of trees. 
They 
were standing in a soil Btrongly inclined to 
clay, with a tnrf around them which had 
.not been removed for several years. 
After 
pruning them properly, removing every 
indication of worms, etc , and washing the 
body and branches with soapsuds, I began 
operations below—first removing the turf 
about two feet around the tree, then with 
a garden pick the ground was loosened 
from six to twelve inches in depth, taking 
care not to injure the larger roots. Twenty 
or thirty quarts of loose dirt was removed, 
leaving a large cavity shaped like a sau­ 
cer, with the tree standing in the center. 
About one pint of unleached ashes were 
sprinkled about the tree, and upon this 
chip manure was placed, nearly filling the 
cavity. Another pint of ashes was sprinkled 
upon the fertilizer, which was gently 
pressed down and the whole covered with 
the loose dirt taken from the cavity, leav­ 
ing the surface nearly as it was, excepting 
the turf. 
A young orchard was treated 
in a similar way. 
The effect was wonder­ 
ful. 
Plum trees that were ‘ goin’ to the 
bad’ revived. 
Peach trees that had pre­ 
sented small and shriveled leaves threw 
out a luxuriant foliage, and cherry trees 
gave fruit larger and fairer than ever be­ 
fore.” 
This year England had, so says the Chi­ 
cago Fur it' r's Review, 2,ti00,000 acres in 
wheat. 
The waeat crop of the United 
States this year embraced 39,000,000 acres. 
Great Britain's oat crop is put at 2,075,000 
acres, and the oat crop of this country at 
30,000,000 acres. 
“ \Ve," continues the 
Review, “ have 04,000,000 acres in corn, of 
which crop none is grown in Great Britain. 
She has 0,000,000 head of cattle and 25,­ 
000,000 sheep. 
We have 30,000,000 cattle 
and 50,000,000 sheep. 
She has a popula­ 
tion of 35,000,000 to feed, while we prob­ 
ably have 55,000,000. 
She is always short 
af food, we are always with a surplus to 
supply not only her deficiency, but that of 
Continental Europe. 
But Great Britain 
raises on an average twenty-six bushels of 
wheat to the acre, we an average of twelve 
bushels. Ware our averagd production per 
acre as great as hers, we Bhould this year 
have harvested a wheat orop of over 1,000,­ 
000,000 bushels, instead of a little more 
than 400,000,000. 
Her cattle and sheep 
average much better in quality, taken a3 a 
whole, than ours, while m horses and hogs 
it is doubtful if she possesses any advan­ 
tage over ours. 
But her farmers pay an 
average of £10 to £15 rent per acre per an­ 
num for the farms they occupy. 
Ours 
largely own their own farms and call no 
man landlord.” 
In some respects this 
statement is not quite satisfactory. 
The 
writer for the Review does not in this case 
appear to understand that England and 
Great Britain are very different quantities. 
It is a rule in fruit culture, that a tree 
should not carry any greater weight of 
fruit than its branches can sustain. 
Still, 
with some rapidly swelling fruits, peaches 
and plums especially, however thoroughly 
thinning may have been done, it is often 
found, as the fruit ripens, that the weight 
is too great, and the branches, unless 
they are supported, will break down with 
the load of fruit. 
The usual method of 
supporting overladen fruit trees is to 
place long stakes, with a fork at the top, 
beneath them. 
A much better and more 
simple method of efLating the purpose, 
is suggested by Dr. J.vB . Mease, of Leb­ 
anon, Pa. 
Instead of using several stakes, 
one to each principal branch, he places a 
single strong pole against the trunk of 
the tree. 
The lower end of the pole, if 
desired, may be sunk a few inches in the 
soil, for additional support, but usually it 
will be sufficient to Becure it to the trunk 
by means of straw bands, or other ties 
that will not bruise the bark. 
The pole 
being secured, the drooping branches are 
relieved by means of ties made fast to it. 
Dr. M. states that this method of tying 
up the branches of overloaded trees is 
especially useful in storms, the support 
being central, and more natural 
than 
where several props are used.—[American 
Agriculturist. 
I t seems that an effective enemy of the 
apple worm or codliu moth, has made its 
appearance. 
W. A. Cassidy says of it in 
the Petaluma Courier: “ In removing the 
bands from the trees and killing the worms, 
I discover in every place where a worm has 
been destroyed, an insect from one-half to 
three-quarters of an inch in length, dark 
brown, long, slender neck, rather large 
black head, body apparently jointed, and 
very active. 
I supposed for a long time 
that the insect had merely sought the old 
cocoon as a refuge, but on investigating 
more closely I discovered worms that had 
apparently undergone a squeezing process, 
and others half destroyed in that manner, 
and invariably I found one of these in­ 
sects at the squeezed end of the worm ; so 
that the question that rises in my mind is, 
while washing our trees with lime, caustic 
soda and other ingredients, and destroying 
a portion of these worms, are we not in­ 
juring ourselves more by destroying our 
friends in the shape of those small insects ? 
I should advise a close observance of the 
bands around the bottom of the trees, and 
at the same time hanging cans of syrup 
and vinegar in the trees ; but as to the 
washing process, I am as yet undetermined. 
I should like very much to hear from 
others who have tried and experimented.” 
The committee upon the subject of grain 
bag demand and supply submitted the fol­ 
lowing resolutions to the btate G range at 
the close of their rep o rt:

Belierinp that it subserves the inter­ 
ests of the U\-[-xyers and those who are compelled 
to use baes in the handling of their products . that 
it is necessarv for the welfare and reformation of the 
convicts tobe kept at some regular occupation, and 
that it encroaches upon no department of free labor 
to its detrim ent; therefore, be it 
Resolved, That it is the sense of the State Grange 
of California, assembled in yearly session at San 
Jose, that the manufacture of jute or rtax bags 
should be continued by the prison labor of the 
State. 
Resolved. That our representation in Coneress be 
again urged to procure an abolition, or, failing in 
t -at, a modification of the import duty upon raw 
J \ £ i fiber. 
T h e following preparation for healing 
cuts, wounds, sores and bruises on horses 


and other animals is highly recommended: 
Make an equal mixture of sheep or bul­ 
lock's gall and castile soap finely rasped or 
shaven. Macerate or rub the mixture well 
together; cleanse the wound, or bruise, 
well with lukewarm water, after which ap­ 
ply some of the mixture to the wounded 
part, rubbing the same in well with the 
hand. 
Every day or two repeat the appli­ 
cation, after previously cleaning the wound 
or bruise. 
Should there be any proud 
llesh in the wound at the time of com­ 
mencing the treatment, firBt cleanse the 
parts with lukewarm water, then apply 
burnt alum, after an hour or two put on 
the soap and gall preparation.—[Farmer 
and Dairyman. 
Geese may be picked, says the Farm 
Journal, two or three times during the 
summer. 
The time to pick is when the 
feathers are ripe. 
Tbis can be learned by 
plucking a few. 
If they come out easily 
and the quills are clear, they are ripe, as it 
is called. 
If they pull hard and the quills 
are filled with a bloody fluid, they must 
be left a little longer. 
In picking take 
only a few feathers between the thumb 
and finger and give a short, quick jerk 
downward. 
Practice will give the knack 
of picking easily and rapidly. 
Under 
each wing will be found a bunch of rather 
long and coarse feathers. 
These support 
the wings and must not be plncked. 
Marshall P. Wilder, Presiuent of the 
American Pomological Society, in his re­ 
cent address at Philadelphia, had this to 
Bay about the naming of fruits: 
“ Let us 
have no more Generals, Colonels or Cap­ 
tains attached to the names of our fruits, 
no more Presidents, Governors or titled 
dignitaries, uo more inonarchs, Kings or 
Princes, no more mammoths, giants or 
Tom Thumbs, no more nonsuches, seek-no- 
furthers, ne plus ultras, liog-pens, sheep 
noses, Big Bobs, ironclads, legal tenders, 
Sucker States, or sturnp-the-worlds.” He 
advises the use of the simplest names, ob­ 
serving that one word will, as a rule, form 
a better name than two or more. 
Some one has made a calculation show­ 
ing that a difference in yield of milk of 
one-sixth of a quart per day, should, at 
the usual prices, make a difference of §10 
in the value of a cow, the feed and care be­ 
ing the same. 
But it should not be for­ 
gotten that the value of ordinary cows may 
be much increased by attention to regular, 
clean milking, plenty of good water, shel­ 
ter in winter, and general comfort at all 
times. It is very easy for a careless milker 
to dry up a cow much more than one-sixth 
of a quart per day, and this represents 
more than the interest of §10 a year. 
Says Austin Gray, in the Iowa Register ; 
“ Too much pruning is worse than no 
pruning. 
When will farmers learn to 
commence pruning their trees when first 
planted, ami prune a little every year— 
enough to give them shape—and enough 
each year to keep them in shape, and no 
more, and not neglect them for years to 
care for themselves through hardship and 
grief, till finally, impatient that the trees 
do not bear, they come to the conclusion 
that something must be done, and so go 
into them with an ax and saw and butcher 
them to death.” 
Mrs. Strong, who owns a ranch on the 
Merced river near Hopeton, says the Mer­ 
ced Express, had under cultivation this 
year about 250 acres of cotton. 
It is cul­ 
tivated by Chinamen on shares, and its es­ 
timated yield was 190 bales, weighing 450 
pounds each. 
The staple is not so fine as 
that grown on the Louisiana bottom, and 
is termed the “ middling.” Toe product 
is sold to the manufacturers at Sau Fran­ 
cisco and Marysville. 
A Georgia farmer says that millo maize 
has been a great success with him. 
“ I 
have,” says he, “ been feeding it to milch 
cows ; they are very fond of it. 
It causes 
a large How of milk and leads to rich but­ 
ter. 
On good land it will make double 
the quantity of forage of any other plant 
I have ever seen, and it can be cut several 
times during the year. 
I should think 
that it would bo just right for ensilage.” 
Strange it is how settlers will live for 
years in a certain locality and know 
scarcely anything of its resources. 
We 
are told that a gentleman settled in the 
Bsld Hills, near Igo, and for four years 
hauled all the water he used. 
Finally he 
determined to sink a v ell, and upon going 
down twenty feet struck a stream of ar­ 
tesian water which ran over the top of the 
well.—[Redding Free Press. 
The only profitable way to grow crops in 
a bearing orchard is to manure double, once 
for the crop and once for the fruit. 
Even 
then, unless the season is favorable, the 
yield of hoed crops or grain will often not 
pay expenses. 
Raspberries can better be 
grown in the Bhadeof apple trecB than any­ 
thing else. 
They love shade, provided the 
soil is sufficiently rich.—[Exchange. 
In bean-growing districts the crop is now 
mainly harvested by a machine drawn by 
a single horse which cuts the Btems of the 
beans just below the surface, leaving the 
crop standing. 
It greatly decreases the 
labor of harvesting, and saves the bean 
steams and leaves from being mixed with 
dirt, as in the old method of hand-pulling. 
To cure snake-bitten animals : 
Stand 
the animal in mud if practicable ; if not, 
bind mud to the bite, changing often. 
This should be of a very clayey nature, 
and may be prepared by mixing with 
w ater; also good for poison-oak and as 
readily obtainable as any other remedy.— 
[Exchange. 
The Farmer's Advocate Bays that “ the 
best regulated dairies are those where the 
cows are treated with firmness, made to 
know their places and keep in them. 
A 
cow is as easily spoiled with over-indul­ 
gence as with too harsh treatm ent.” 
The composition used by Mr. Hatch, of 
San Jose, Cal., to kill phylloxera consists 
of equal parts by weight of sulpharet of 
carbon, potash, oxide of iron, and Bulphur, 
mixed with eight times the same amount 
of mercury. 
A recent sale of Clydesdale horses at 
Chicago was discontinued from lack of sat­ 
isfactory prices, after three stallions had 
been knocked off at §4,350, an average of 
§1,450, and three mares at §2,625, an aver­ 
age of §S75. 
In Russia the finer varieties of plums are 
raised by planting the trees at au angle of 
forty five degrees, or lower, aud bending 
than down before snow falls in winter, 
which then covers and protects them com­ 
pletely. 
Cows in this season often suffer from lack 
of pure, geo I water. 
If stinted in supply, 
a falling off in milk is sure to result, and if 
the water drank is stagnant it will impart 
a bad flavor to butter. 
Once in a while some one gets his expe­ 
rience in bee-keeping from the wrong end 
of the bee, and never likes bees any more.

S a n F r a n c is c o , October 30th.—Money is 
in fair demand. Three-quarters of a million 
of new money has come into tbe market this 
week through the importstion of that amount 
of foreign coined and uncoined gold from 
Australia and New Zealand. This will all 
have to go through the Mint before it can 
circulate in this country. It is thought a 
considerable portion of this sum will be 
lodged in San Francisco in the purchase of 
real estate and the erection of improvements 
thereon, and also in the purchasing of grain 
bills. Whenever there is any advantage in 
the purchase of sterling bills on London in 
this market, Australia will send her surplus 
gold here rather than to London. The move­ 
ment at times íb quite important. In this 
respect San Francisco has an advantage over 
New York, owing to direct steam communi­ 
cation with Sydney and Auckland.

S u ic id e a t S a lin a s . 
S a lin a s , October 30th.—Joe Johnson, a 
well-known saloon keeper and sporting man 
here for years, committed suicide at 4 o’clock 
this morning, while in bed, by shooting him­ 
self through the head. He had retired but a 
short time before, and was in good health and 
easy circumstances, and no reason can be as­ 
signed for the act. He had been a soldier 
during the Rebellion, serving with distinction 
in tbe Fourteenth United Statee Infantry all 
through the war. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
S a lin a s , October 30:h,—Joseph Johnson, 
a saloon-keeper of this place, committed 
suicide this morning about half-past 3 o’clock. 
Coroner Trimmer convened a jury of six 
citizens, before whom the following facts 
were elicited : Mrs. Christina Johnson, wife 
of deceased, testified that Mr. Johnson came 
home about 3 a. m. A s he came on the porch 
he stumbled, which awoke her, and in answer 
to a knock, asked, “ Is that you, Joe?" He 
answered, “ Yes.” She opened the door. 
He came in, and, without Bayiog anything, 
went to his room and closed, and, as after 
ward appeared, fastened the door on the in­ 
side. Mrs. Johnson retired to the room 
where she slept with Miss Schoenemann, a 
niece, about 22 years of age, and her son, a 
bright boy of 13. She bad been in bed about 
two minutes, and just after making a remark 
to Miss Schi enemann, that “ The old man 
was a little full,” heard a dull sound, and 
said, “ Did you hear that ?" Charley at this 
time was just entering the bath-room to get a 
drink of water, and was called by his mother 
to go into his father’s room and see what was 
the matter. He hesitated at first, but after 
a few moments summoned up courage, and 
ealled “ Rapa” three times. Getting no an­ 
swer, be put force enough against the doer to 
cause the catch on the casing to give way, 
and discovered smoke and the smell of pow­ 
der in the room, and his father in bed mo­ 
tionless, his right hand lying across his body, 
with his hand on his pistol. 
He called to his 
mother, “ Oh! papa has shot himself,” The 
women ran for the neighbors, and they for 
the doctors ; but there was no sign of life 
discovered by any one after tbe fatal shot was 
fired. The shot was fired in the right ear, 
and the mnzz’e of the barrel must have been 
held close in the ear. There is no known 
cause for the rash act, as the deceased was 
very popular in his line, and in very good 
circumstances financially, being worth con­ 
siderable money, two houses and some real 
estate. His death was almost instantaneous. 
There were no signs of any struggle, and no 
distortion of the facial muscles. He was a 
man above the average size and weight, of 
fine carriage and cheerful disposition, except 
when occasionally under the influence of 
liquor, when, on two or three cccaeions, he 
is known to have had desperate encounters, 
and, in fact, for the last year, has had occa­ 
sional periods of Buffering from the effects of 
a stab in the back in a fracas with a Cali­ 
fornian, with whom, however, he afterwards 
had an amicable settlement. The Coroner’s 
jury rendered the following verdict: “ We 
find that the deceased, Joseph Johnson, was 
a native of New York State, 35 years of 
age. by occupation a saloon-keeper, and that 
he came to his death on the morning of Oc­ 
tober 30, 1883, by a pistol shot from his own 
hand.” He leaves a will, which is locked up 
in his safe, in which he bequeathed all his 
property to his wife. 
M ore E v ic tio n in T a la r e ir o n n ly . 
H a n f o r d , October 30th.—United States 
Marshal Drew arrived here on the train last 
night, for the purpose of ejecting one or 
more settlers from tbe lands within railroad 
limits which have been so long in dispute. 
The Marshal went out last night, soon after 
the train arrived, te the ranch of John W, 
Cockrell, two miles to the west of Hanford, 
but did not find Mr. Cockrell at home. He 
went out again this morning at 6 o’clock, evi­ 


dently expecting to find Mr. Cockrell at that 
early hour, but a9ill he was not there. Cur 
citizens generally are very much stirred up 
over this new eviction, but it is hoped that 
the leaders o: the settlers will be able to pre­ 
vent a renewal of the bloody scenes of May 
11, 1881. Much anxiety is felt as to the rt- 
suits of to-morrow’s work. 
Severe Shocks ot Earthquake. 
M iss io n S a n J o s e , October 30th.—Quite 
a severe shock of earthquake, vibrating trom 
east to west, was felt here at ten minutes 
past 9 o’clock this morning, causing people to 
rush from their houses. 
R e d w o o d C ity , October 30;h.—There were 
two severe shocks of earthquake experienced 
here this morning at ten minutes past 9 
o’clock. They were a few minutes apart and 
lasted several seconds. 
C e n t e r v i l l e , October 30th.—The heaviest 
earthquake shock for many years was felt 
Here shortly sf er 9 o’clock this morning. It 
was of long duration, but no damage is re­ 
ported. 
B o d ie s o f th e D ro w n e d . 
Vali.z.10, October 30 h.—The bodies of the 
two marines, McElroy 
and 
Dontignae, 
drowned near Mare Island on the night of 
October 17r.b, while returning in a boat from 
Vallejo, were found yesterday floating to the 
surface of the water, one at the upper, the 
other at the lower end of the island.

The 
invaders ran the meeting to suit themselves, 
and wound up by electing J. J. Flynn 
temporary chairman and A. C. Berthier 
temporary secretary. 


A R I Z O N A . 


Y ello w F e v e r K e p o rts. 
T u c so n , October 30th.—M. M. Contreras 
has returned from Hermo illo. He ssys that 
two to three deaths and new cases of yellow 
fever are occurring daily. This is a great 
difference between the time when fifteen to 
eighteen died daily. The people are greatly 
encouraged. Contreras saw Vv’m. Eustis be­ 
fore he died. 
He left him a little while, and 
Eustis was taken out and buried before he 
got back. Smurden died five days before 
Eustis. The day after reaching Hermosillo 
they took the fever. Smurden died in three 
days, and Eustis died on the eleventh day af­ 
ter they arrived. They hired a woman to 
nurse them at four dollars a day. After their 
death she searched Eustis’ clothing, and found 
an eagle, a double-eagle and three Mexican 
dollars, and a check and greenbacks. The 
effects were taken by Ferdinando Yingo. 
She said this was all the money they had. 
Eustis said that he and Smurden were going 
to the State of Guerrero. 
H e ld to A n sw e r. 
C h a r le s to n , October 30th.—The prelimi­ 
nary examination of John Beisel, charged 
with intent to kill Frank Noritz, opened 
yesterday morning, and closed at 2 o’clock 
this afternoon. 
Beisel was bound over to the 
Grand Jury, and placed under bonds, which 
were promptly tnrnished. 


NEW M EXICO. 


I n d ia n M a lte r s —J u li 81111 A liv e—C h a rlie 
M e la n ia s R e p o rte d K ille d . 
D e m in g, October 30th.—The report of Juh’s 
death is denied by Jose Lepog, a Mexicar, 
who has a half brother with Germimo’s band. 
He opened communication with the hostiles 
at the instance of C. D. Filch of Colorado, 
for the purpose of discovering the particulars 
of tbe death of tbe prospector Patrick Finn, 
who was killed last March. He says that Juh 
gave out the report of his death, and by this 
means succeeded in getting his party in the 
rear of the Mexican troops, and is now com­ 
mitting depredations in southern Chihuahua. 
It seems that the Indians were expecling 
ammunition and recruits from San Carlos, 
but as they did not arrive the entire band of 
two hundred broke up into small raiding par­ 
ties. Charlie McComas, it is now said, was 
killed on the retreat from New Mexico. 


O LD M EXICO. 


A d v ic es fro m G u a y m a s. 
G uaym as, October 30th.—The hitherto re­ 
ported lose of the schooner Buso is confirmed 
by reports from Alamos. J. McCarthy, W, 
Ellis, Ed. Vanam and Charles Lippett, four 
Americans, were lost on her with nine na­ 
tives, two of whom were females, and the 
Captain, Señor Rufino Mavante, of this 
place, who leaves a wife and child. The 
schooner perished in a gale which visited the 
coast on or about the 19ch of September last, 
she having left Agiavampo two days before 
the disaster which resulted in the loss of the 
schooner Mazatlan, from the port of Altata, 
with Captain J. Borges and a crew of four 
men aud three passengers, among whom was 
a Mr. HayeB, a mining ex[>ert, en route to the 
northern part of Sinaloa. 
Unfavorable comment is made here in re­ 
spect to the order of the Board of Health in 
granting clean bills of health to vessels leav­ 
ing this port, from the fact that some few 
isolated cases still exist here. 
Reports from Hermosillo are encouraging, 
and from the fact that a slight frost fell on 
tbe lower levels near the gardens, it is hoped 
that the fever, so far as that place is concerned, 
has ceased. 
Mixed trains will leave the coming week, 
and the time Of arrival and departure will be 
changed. The officers of the road are ex­ 
pected on or about the 1st of November.

Henry Rivers, of the Sixth Judicial District 
of Nevada, died at 9 o’clock this morning. 
Mrs. Rivers had been a partial invalid for a 
long time.

UTAH. 


lla m a n Remains Found. 
S alt L a k e, October 30.h.—While digging 
in a gravel bank north of the city, yeBterday, 
two men discovered a dry goods box in which 
was found the partially decomposed body of a 
man. They notified the authorities, and this 
morning nothing could be discovered of tbe 
body, as the box had been burnt. Some sup­ 
pose the remains to be those of a lynched 
negro who killed the Marshal of the city last 
August, but others think them the remaina of 
a white man mysteriously murdered. 


OREGON. 


T h e B a c h m a n F a ilu r e —D e a th . 
P ortla n d, October 30ch.—Later develop­ 
ments in the case of the failure of Bachman 
& Broe. disclose a state of affairs most dis­ 
honorable to the firm. 
Nothing hae been 
heard of the absconding partner, but it is 
generally believed that be has gone to Vic­ 
toria to escape the fury of the creditors. In­ 
vestigation of the office shows that the cash­ 
book has been Btol. n. The absence of this 
prevents a thorough examination of affairs. 
Tne so-called failure is denounced fcy the 
press and public as a piece of systematic and 
barefaced swindling. The office was besieged 
to-day by a large crowd of depositors, who 
demanded their money, When informed that 
there was none, curses deep and long were 
heaped on the beads of the defaulters. A 
great many depositors are poor women, who 
had placed their little hard-earned savingB in 
the shaky concern. 
Joseph Bachman, the 
senior partner, who still assumes to be sick, 
was visited by two men who lost $2,400 by 
the failure. 
Doe flourished a revolver about 
his head and threatened to kill him unless bis 
money was forthcoming. He doubtless would 
have carried the threat inte execution but for 
the presence of the Sheriff. Warrants for 
tbe arrest of Bachman, charging him with 
wholesale swindling, are said to be Bworn out, 
Bachman’s wife left last night on the steamer 
for San Francisco, and it is supposed that he 
will endeavor to follow, if allowed. 
Prof. E, E. Burke, of the the State Uni­ 
versity at Eugene City, died this morning, 
after a very brief illness. 
James Morrisey, employed by the railroad 
in herding a gang of Chinamen near the Sis­ 
kiyou tunnel, had a row yesterday with 
several obstinate fellows. He knocked two 
down with a club, when one Celestial drew a 
pistol and shot Morrisey through the thigh, 
inflicting a \ ery severe "wound. The row was 
quelled at length without further injury to 
anyone.

Daring the nine daye tbe 
patient continued in a greatly excited 
nervous condition ; there were excrutiating 
pains in the head and along the spine, and 
she could neither eat nor sleep. 
Saturday 
was the ninth day, and she insisted on be­ 
ing taken to church, 
She was wheeled 
there in a chair, though she lost conscious­ 
ness on the way, and for some time after 
she arrived at the church. 
Once or twice 
she sought to rise to her feet, but could 
not. 
He faith, she said, never deserted 
her, and she tried once more to kneel and 
partake of the sacrament.

Her eyesight came back 
with the restored use of her limbe, and she 
now sees as well,as ever. 
To convince'the 
reporter that there was no sham or mistake 
about it, Mies Alice arose from her chair 
and took a number of steps. 
The gait was 
unsteady and trembling, of course, but she 
demonstrated her ability to walk. 
She 
met the priest during the day, and he was 
equally astounded at seeing her again able 
to walk, having long known her as a help­ 
less invalid. 
In response to the direct question Miss 
Balton unanswered that Bhe knew her re­ 
markable recovery was due entirely to the 
direct interposition of the Almighty, in 
answer to faith and prayer ; for, she added, 
turning to Dr. Yount, “ I must tell you 
now, doctor, that during the last nine days 
I did not take a drop of your medicine ; 
we had the prescriptions filled, but I did 
not touch the contents.” 
(The reporter

Bureau of Weights and Measures, estab­ 
lished at Paris as a result of an interna­ 
tional conference, in 1S75, has thus far re­ 
ceived the support of the following coun­ 
tries : Germany, Austria-Hungary, Bel­ 
gium, the Argentine Confederation, Den­ 
mark, Spain, the United States of America, 
France, Italy, Peru. Portugal, Russia, 
Sweden, Norway, Switzerland, Turkey and 
Venezuela, 
These Governments, repre­ 
senting over 350,000,000 people, have al­ 
ready contributed over $200,000 toward 
the foundation of this institution. 
The 
object of the Bureau is to secure an inter­ 
national metric system, and its work con­ 
sists chiefly of accurate comparisons and 
verifications to reduce the meters and kilo­ 
grammes used in the different countries to 
a common standard. 
It is provided with 
a suitable building, fitted with comparing 
instruments of wonderful delicacy and pre­ 
cision. 
The Bureau ie under the direction 
of a committee of fourteen members, com­ 
prising physicists, mathematicians and as­ 
tronomers, all of different nationalities. 


A T e m p e r a n c e L e s s o n .— M. M. Pom­ 
eroy, otherwise known as “ Brick,” for 
short, tells the following convincing tem­ 
perance story : 
“ Some years ago we had 
in our employ a man who several times a 
day ran oot of the office to buy a drink of 
whisky. 
Every time he went out the 
cashier was instructed to drop ten cents in 
the drawer to our credit. 
At the end of 
seventeen months the man who had gone 
out so often had drank himself out of a 
good situation, and the drawer was opened 
and found to contain $406, which we 
loaned to a young mechanic at 7 per cent, 
interest. 
He used it to purchase a set of 
tinner’s tools. 
On the 15th of February,

DETECTIVE 
PINKBRTON 
W ITH 
BUSKO 
STEERERS. 


The game of buDko which flourishes in 
so many of the large cities, and notwith­ 
standing the constant warnings of the 
press, ropes in its victims by the hundred, 
was first introduced in this country in 1S69 
at New Orleans, and progressed without 
uninterruption for some time, but as soon 
as the authorities were made acquainted 
with its existence New Orleans was made 
hot for the bunko players. 
The following 
chapter of history, in which the famous 
detective Wm. Pinkerton figured as the 
hero, has been ,furnished the Express Ga­ 
zette : 
Jumbo Howard and Ruddy Murphy, two 
aotorious character, ran a bunko game in 
St. Charles street. 
One evening, during 
Mardi Gras week, while Murphy aud an 
associate were quietly seated in their office, 
Howard suddenly appeared in a state of 
great nervous excitement, yelling : “ Boys, 
I have just become acquainted with the 
richest planter in the Red river country. 
His name is Colonel Oliver. 
This morning 
he sold a cargo of cotton, and the proceeds 
($15,000) have been put in a New Orleans 
bank. 
Now be prepared for a coup d'etat. 
In au hour I will have the Colonel here. 
He may have no ready cash on his person, 
but bis signature is as good as gold. W e’ll 
take his check and cash it before he sus­ 
pects anything." 
Sure enough Jumbo in a little while ap­ 
peared in company with the Red river 
planter, and introduced him. 
Murphy 
acted as bookkeeper, while another of the 
gang sat at tbe table handling the bunko 
cards. 
Jumbo asked the old question, “ Is 
this the Royal Havana Lottery?" 
“ It is, 
sir,” was the reply, and thereupon he dis­ 
played a ticket and was paid $80, the amount 
announced as drawn. 
Jumbo then bought 
two tickets for the next drawing. 
Very 
soon the Red river planter was induced to 
take a hand in the play. 
He lost $700, 
which seemed to him a mere trifle, and he in­ 
stantly offered his check in payment, add­ 
ing that if this was not satisfactory he 
would go and get the cash. 
Of course his 
check waa cheerfully accepted, for the 
banko firm fully believed that tbe rich 
planter had a large deposit in the bank. 
The planter continued to play, and in a 
remarkably short time had lost over $S,- 
000. 
But in the face of all this he ap­ 
peared cool and unconcerned, apparently 
taking his losses like a true Southern gen­ 
tleman, and giving his checks for the 
amount. 
The bunko firm were of course 
elated at this big haul, aud inviting the 
planter into a neighboring restaurant, en­ 
tertained him royally with the best of 
wines and cigars and a good lunch. 
E»rly the next morning the gang pre­ 
sented the checks at the Lank and were 
astounded at the answer that no such per­ 
son as Colonel Oliver kept a deposit there 
or was known to them. 
The gaDg looked 
at each other in amazement, realizing that 
they had been sold. 
Not a word was said, 
when suddenly Colonel Oliver, the Red 
River planter, appeared accompanied by 
six detectives, who arrested the whole 
gang. 
Their surprise was still greater 
when they learned that Colonel Oliver, the 
rich planter of the day before, was no 
other than William l’inkerton, of Chicago, 
the most renowned detective in the cou- 
try. Pinkerton, in his desire to thoroughly 
understand the ropes of the bunko game, 
had purposely come to New 
Orleans, 
managed to have himself steered into the 
bunko office, and with his well-known 
bonhom ie bagged his game.—[Express Ga­ 
zette.

LETTERS, 


The inDer life of the postcffice cannot fail 
to possess an amount of interest for the 
outside world which no other department 
of the public service can hope to emulate. 
Some of the most remarkable curiosities of 
literature are doubtless comprised in tbe 
letters which are constantly being received 
with illegible or imperfect directions. 
Be­ 
fore being consigned to the cxre of the let­ 
ter carrier these letters are referred to a 
special department, which must enjoy 
unusual opportunities for developing the 
speculative facilities. 
From this a'ource 
not a few amuBing incidents might be 
culled. 
To transmit a letter "from John 
o Groat s 
to 
the 
Land’s E n d ” with 
promptitude is such au every-day occur­ 
rence 
that 
it 
has 
long ceased to 
excite our special wonder; but directly an 
epistle “goes wrong,” from whatever cause, 
the opportunity is seized to declaim againBt 
the service, 
loose letters which present 
difficulties in the directions are called 
“ blind 
letters, and are handed over to 
the “ blind men ” of the establishment to 
decipher or complete the addresses for de­ 
livery. 
Possibly these blind men might be 
able to 
adduce some evidence show­ 
ing that the 
failure in 
prompt de­ 
livery 
of 
letters 
sometimes 
rests 
with the writers. 
On more than one occa­ 
sion, after the expression of wrathful in- 
diguation against the service, the delin­ 
quent epistle has beeD discovered carefully 
secreted in the writer’s pocket! An alibi, it 
is admitted, cannot always be sosuccessfully 
pleaded. 
Considering, again, the careless 
way in which addresses are often written, 
the marvel should be, not that a few let­ 
ters go astray, but rather that any should 
go right. 
This is no modern trouble, for it 
is stated in “ Hone’s Every-day Book” 
that a country gentleman writing to a lady 
of rank in town, put the following address 
upon his letter : 
“ To the 25th of March, 
boley Piace, London.” 
The letter was 
correctly delivered to Lady Day ! 
Al­ 
though the public have, and with reason, 
the rnoat unbounded faith in the intelli­ 
gence of the postman, the ingenuity and 
patience of the public servant are often 
severely and unfairly tried. 
“ London ” 
has frequently been supposed to be quite 
sufficient address for a dweller in the 
metropolis, and in cases of public and well- 
known persons no doubt it has proved all 
that is required; but the schoolboy at Salis­ 
bury^ who Bent a letter addressed “ To 
my Lucie John in London,” must surely 
have 
contributed 
to 
the 
accumla- 
tions 
of 
the 
dead-letter 
office. 
Another case, where the late Duchess of 
Kent was addressed as “ Mrs. Kent,” by 
a tenant farmer, from a hazy notion as to 
the dignity to which the wife of a royal 
Duke is entitled, occasioned no trouble to 
the rural postman, but only excited hia 
risible faculties. 
Possibly the most fre­ 
quent of the troubles which are submitted 
to the “ blind men ” result from carelees 
caligraphy. 
Several post-cards in the pos­ 
session of the writer, which are in the 
handwriting of the late Dean Stanley, are 
specimens of this postal difficulty. 
The 
trouble of deciphering the address is only 
exceeded by reading the subject of the 
communication. 
The possession of a face- 
tiouB turn of thought in the writer has 
been another prolific cause of anathema 
from the typical postman. 
Two very inti­ 
mate musicians who were some few years 
ago well known and popular at civ*c ban­ 
quets, were in the habit of writing jocose 
letters, the fun even extending to the di­ 
rection. Letters addressed to the “ Surrey 
\\ arbler, Pen ton Piace, Kennington,” be­ 
came so frequent as neither to give trouble 
to the postman nor to be a cause of delav 
in delivery. 
A personal friend, with an 
unfortunate taste for poetry and faceti.e, 
recently sent a letter with this poetic di­ 
rection : 


Dear postman, when you this receive, 
All anxious fears you’ll soon relieve 
By leaving, plus the usual knocks, 
This letter, sealed with double locks. 
The number of the street you’d know ? 
You'll find it clearly writ below. 
The place, perchance, you fain would ask, 
Before you can complete your task. 
The name is Smith ; the street, the Strand ; 
The number, 00, close to hand. 
Dispatch the letter — th’ address is clear— 
Then take my blessing, jxjstman dear ! 
It was ascertained that the letter reached 
its destination with but little loss of time. 
A very slight experience of epistolary cor­ 
respondence must suffice to bring satisfac­ 
tory evidence of the care and intelligence 
which are 
bestowed 
by the postoffioe 
“ blind men ” 
upon the peculiar task 
which they are called upon to perform in 
the interest of the public.—[Postal Gazette. 


CHINESE 
SOLDIERS, 


Arrived at Hangchow the first object 
which met my eyes was a body of Chinese 
soldiers 
evidently lately 
concentrated. 
They consisted of the three arms, and, al­ 
though somewhat rough in appearance, 
proved to be uncommonly serviceable-look- 
ing fellows upon near inspection. A squad­ 
ron of horse was crossing the bridge at the 
moment when my boat came to an anchor, 
and as they went by I could but notice that 
they were well-mounted, that they rode 
well, that they were armed with breech- 
loading carbines and lances, and that they 
were fairly-well drilled in European fash­ 
ion. 
I had no opportunity of seeing them 
maneuver, but the march past was good— 
quite equal, say, to the ordinary marching 
of a French cavalry regiment, though not 
perhaps so smart as that of an English or 
German squadron. 
It would have com­ 
pared very favorably with a sotnia of Cos­ 
sacks. 
The bridge being low I was able to 
get a good view of the men, and I judged 
them to be, mainly, Tartars ; not southern 
Cninamen at any rate. 
They wore a blue 
and white uniform, were warmly clad, for 
it was cold, and seemed well fed and very 
jolly. 
A few minutes later on a regiment 
of infantry, followed by a battery of guns, 
passed by, not over the bridge,’but along 
the edge of the water, and across a grave­ 
yard which led to the city. The guns were 
Krupp, they were well horsed, and if the 
battery looked a little slovenly, which it 
did to a European eye, the weapons, at any 
rate, were bright, the harness was good, 
and the men seemed to know what they 
were about. 
The infantry, on the other 
hand, seemed exceedingly smart, aDd was 
made up of fine fellows all in very good 
case. 
Their arms were not all sloped at 
the same angle, and I dare say a European 
Sergeant-Major would have taken excep- 
tiob to several peculiarities and variations 
in their uniforme, which were black and 
red ; but the battalion waa as good as could 
be wanted. 
I have seen many worse in 
Europe.— [Cor. London Telegraph.

a day or two since of what she termed 
“ the American craza” in Eogland.

Miss Palmer was unfortunate in her man­ 
ager and Miss Russell in her associations. 
Miss Anderson has been most sensible in 
her course and has not offended English 
ideas of propriety in her personal conduct. 
The Cleveland beauty is as quiet and re­ 
served and modest as at home, and the 
hoydenish character in which she has been 
painted by some writers for American 
papers is an injustice to her. 
The rage for 
travel in America is not yet at its hight. I 
anticipate that next Bpring it will be as 
much the English fashion to go to America 
as to Switzerland. The reports of the Eng­ 
lish tourists here will increase the wish to 
see America.”—[N. Y. Tribune.
